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Candlelight Memorial

The 11th International 
AIDS Candlelight Memorial 
Mobilization, honoring the 
memory of those who have 
died of AIDS, is set for Sun¬ 
day, May 22. 

The event, sponsored by 
Mobilization Against AIDS, 
began in San Francisco in 
1983 and has grown into the 
world’s largest annual com¬ 
munity-based AIDS event, ac¬ 
cording to MAA organizer 
Ben Carlson. 

For the first time, the an¬ 
nual commemoration will be 
observed in all 50 states and 
more than 340 cities around 
the world, Carlson said. 

“This year, the Candlelight 
Memorial will take place on 
every continent except 
Antarctica,” Carlson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The San Francisco obser¬ 
vance is traditionally the 
largest in the country, draw¬ 
ing an estimated 10,000 peo¬ 
ple for the event, which be¬ 
gins at 8 p.m. with a candle¬ 
light procession from Castro 
and Market to the Polk Street 
steps of City Hall for a short 
ceremony. 

The ceremony at City 
Hall will include music, 


speakers, shared remem¬ 
brances of people who have 
died, and awards to local 
AIDS heroes and heroines. 

International participation 
in the event has included past 
support from such world fig¬ 
ures and leaders as Nelson 
Mandela and Bishop 
Desmond Tutu of South 
Africa; Diana, Princess of 
Wales; Dame Catherine Ti- 
zard of New Zealand; and 
President Mary Robinson of 
Ireland, all of whom have is¬ 
sued statements of support 
and participated in local ob¬ 
servances 

Last year, President Clin¬ 
ton and Hillary Clinton also 
participated in the observance 
by lighting candles in win¬ 
dows of the White House; 

According to Carlson, al¬ 
though there is much interna¬ 
tional support for the event, 
there are some cities — such 
as Nicosia, Cyprus — where 
homosexuality is against the 
law and there is little support 
for people with AIDS, so 
news of the event is passed 
by word of mouth and only 
small groups quietly gather to 
mark the occasion. 

Carlson also says that the 
annual event is marked in a

variety of ways by local orga¬ 
nizers, in countries from 
Czechoslovakia to Zimbabwe 
— from religious services in 
houses of worship to large 
candlelight marches in urban 
areas. 

“It’s an opportunity for 
people to gather together en 
masse and commemorate the 
people who have died. In 
some cities there’s a political 
edge to the memorial, in 
some cities there isn’t,” he 
said. 

In some cases, participa¬ 
tion in the Candlelight Memo¬ 
rial may mark a community’s 
first acknowledgment that 
AIDS is a local issue and of¬ 
fers a public demonstration of 
compassion and caring for 
those whose illness makes 
them a target for hatred and 
violence, Carlson said. 

Funding for the interna¬ 
tional event comes from a va¬ 
riety of sources, including In¬ 
ternational Planned Parent¬ 
hood, Chevron Corporation, 
the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research, and Broad¬ 
way Cares/Equity Fights 
AIDS.

Is The Cafe Trying To Get Rid 
Of Women? Most People Say No

“Put it in big black letters 
— Daula is angry. I want my 
bar back.” 

So says Daula Rush, long¬ 
time regular at The Cafe, the 
establishment on Market near 
Castro, which has for the last 
few years been San Francis¬ 
co’s only bar frequented large¬ 
ly by lesbian women. 

But The Cafe (still fre¬ 
quently called by its former 
name, the Cafe San Marcos) 
has changed more than just 
its name in recent times. The 
male-female ratio of the clien¬ 
tele is shifting, with men com¬ 
prising up to 80 percent fig¬ 
ure of the club’s patrons on 
some Saturday nights, and its 
female habitues are not 
thrilled. Sue Roginski voices 
a typical lament. “It’s not that 


I feel threatened by the men 
at all, I don’t. It’s just that if I 
want to go in to a gay bar, I 
can do that. And it’s turning 
into a gay bar.” 

Two weeks ago, Rachel 
Pepper’s parting B A.R. col¬ 
umn aired some of the ru¬ 
mors that have been circulat¬ 
ing— tales of rigging the work 
schedules to favor the male 
staff; of free drink tickets scat¬ 
tered amongst the gay male 
population, to lure them to 
The Cafe; of hirings and fir¬ 
ings blatantly skewed toward 
men; and of a general effort 
to undermine the woman-ori¬ 
ented atmosphere of the club, 
master-minded by the Cafe’s 
owner, Tom (Tommy Lee) 
Sherck, and his manager, 
Morgan Gorrono. 

So is there a secret plot to 
destroy The Cafe’s woman- 


friendly atmosphere? Under¬ 
standably, Gorrono denies it. 
“We haven’t changed any¬ 
thing,” he insists. “Out of 26 
employees, 21 are female. 
Our last three new hires were 
female. We sponsor three fe¬ 
male softball teams, two fe¬ 
male pool teams, a female 
bowling team, a female rugby 
team. We only advertise in 
the Jet Girl section, in 
Odyssey, and no men’s publi¬ 
cations at all.” 

As well, The Cafe has 
been a consistent contributor 
to lesbian causes. Its promi¬ 
nent second-story deck is al¬ 
ways hung with banners pro¬ 
moting women’s events. Says 
Gorrono, “All of our fundrais¬ 
ers are for women’s causes — 
for the Camp Sister Spirit 
(Continued on page 11) 


istration Committee. That offi¬ 
cial status, a first on the Hill, 
entitles them to a House mail 
box and use of office space for 
meetings. 

Several staffers had been 
talking about establishing a 
group for nearly a year. What 
galvanized them into action 
was an incident last fall — 
three members of the Okla¬ 
homa congressional delega¬ 
tion told the Tulsa World they 
would not hire gays or lesbians 
for their office staff. 

This display of bigotry “ill¬ 
ustrated the need for an asso¬ 
ciation that would enable les¬ 
bian and gay House employees 
to offer one another mutual 
support,” said Rabert Raben, a 
founding member and Legisla¬ 
tive Assistant to Rep. Barney 
Frank (D-MA). 

The purpose and goals of 
LGCSA are professional and 
personal development, mutual 
support, and education. House 
rules, much like rules govern¬ 
ing non-profit 501 (c)3 organiza¬ 
tions, prohibit any such group 
from formal political activity, 
such as lobbying on a specific 
piece of legislation. 

“A core group of about a 
dozen have been working on 


this, and upwards of 30 have 
expressed interest (in par¬ 
ticipating),” said Mark Agrast, 
another founding member and 
Senior Legislative Assistant to 
Rep. Gerry Studds (D-MA). 

Studds believes that “Most 
Members of Congress — like 
most people — are fundamen¬ 
tally decent and fair-minded.” 
He feels that as Members learn 
some of the people they work 
with and trust are lesbian and 
gay, “They will develop a 
greater understanding (of the 
problems facing them)” and 
act accordingly. 

In a related matter, the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund (HRCF), prodded by the 
same incident involving the 
Oklahoma congressmen, con¬ 
ducted its own survey of all of 
Congress. It asked members to 
sign a statement saying they 
did not discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation in 
hiring an promotion. 

Surveying the Senate only 
started in February. HRCF 
scheduled a news conference 
for April 21 to announce they 
had garnered pledes from 
more than half of the members 
of that body, but then postpon¬ 
ed the event. ▼

Caplan Is Ordered to Prison — 
And Walks Free an Hour Later

In an odd way, courtrooms 
are laid out to look and feel 
like churches: both have char¬ 
acteristic railings that create a 
sort of sacred boundary 
around a space for the initi¬ 
ates’ ritual proceedings. 

In a church, only priests 
and other high holy ecclesias¬ 
tical functionaries are allowed 
to enter beyond the boundary 
of the communion rail to min¬ 
ister to the congregation from 
the sanctum sanctorum. In a 
court, the railing is there to 
separate the participants—the 
judge, the lawyers, and other 
officers of the court, as well 
as the defendants and plain¬ 
tiffs — from the mere court¬ 
room observers. 

The proceedings within 
churches and courtrooms also 
have much in common: the 
anointed participants in both 
forums take their places be¬ 
fore congregations, solemn 
oaths are invoked, and rituals 
are undertaken according to 
ancient formula. 

One might even want to 
draw a sort of parallel be¬ 
tween a judge and a priest or 
between the bench and the al¬ 
tar and how both deal with 
laws and canons — but mak¬ 
ing too much of such tempt¬ 
ing (but admittedly simplistic) 
parallels is inviting a slide 
down the proverbial slippery 
slope into the murky waters 
of flag-waving, salvific fas¬ 
cism. It is enough to point out 
that sometimes the outcome 
in criminal law, like canonical 
law, can still be a crapshoot, 
depending more on faith and 
supplication than on justice. 

Disbarred gay attorney 
and convicted felon Walter 
Caplan discovered that reality 
last Friday afternoon, April 
29, when San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Ina Gyemant 
sentenced him to four years 
and four months in state 
prison for victimizing his for¬ 
mer clients. 

Caplan, 46, was convicted 
last month of charges that he 
stole more than $40,000 in 
funds from his client Charles 
Cyberski, who war dying of 
AIDS, and more than $25,000 
from Robert Owens, who 
died of cancer. He was also 
convicted of practicing law 
while suspended from the 
practice of law. 

“Walter is an unusual per¬ 
son,’’ Caplan’s defense attor¬ 
ney, Doron Weinberg, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “He 
comes at the world from a 
slightly different angle than 
do most people. It remains 
unclear what really was going 
on in Walter’s mind. 

“But,” added Weinberg, 
one of the better defense 
lawyers in the country, “I be¬ 
lieved and continued to be¬ 
lieve through the course of 
representing Walter Caplan 
that he, in his own mind, 
thought he was entitled to use 
those funds.” 

Because Caplan sat, be¬ 
spectacled, bearded and 
dressed in his trademark suit 
and tie, behind the railing at 
the defense table with his 
back to the courtroom, the ob¬ 
servers couldn’t see the look 
on his face as Gyemant sen¬ 
tenced him. But, they agreed, 
he couldn’t have been too sur¬ 
prised. 

Even Weinberg candidly 
admits that he repeatedly told 


Caplan throughout the six- 
week trial that if the jury 
found him guilty, he could ex¬ 
pect to go to prison. 

“I repeatedly told him he 
had no prayer of probation,” 
Weinberg said. 

Caplan had been offered a 
deal by the district attorney 
that would have allowed him 
to plead guilty and receive a 
six-month jail sentence, but 
he turned it down. 

And, although reporters 
couldn’t see Caplan’s face 
while Gyemant read from the 
penal code as she set the sen¬ 
tence, there really wasn’t too 
much to see. Caplan was too 
busy taking notes on a yellow 
legal pad to bother to look at 
her. 

But a few moments later, 
when Gyemant dismissed 
Weinberg’s in-court and in¬ 
chamber pleas to let his client 
remain free on bail pending 
appeal of the convictions, and 
ordered Caplan remanded im¬ 
mediately to state prison, the 
defendant wasn’t taking 
notes. 

Walter Caplan was sitting 
in his chair, hands straight at 
his side, four chubby fingers 
clenched tightly around each 
thumb. 

Gyemant dismissed Wein¬ 
berg’s assurances that Caplan, 
who had been free on a mere 
$2,500 bail until he was con¬ 
victed (and then posted 
$100,000 bail — cash), was not 
a flight risk and that she was 
required to grant him bail 
pending a hearing on the mat- 
ter. 

Gyemant also rejected 
Weinberg’s plea to release Ca¬ 
plan into his personal custody 
as an officer in the court who

would guarantee his presence 
in court. 

“I have a different view of 
Mr. Caplan than you, Mr. 
Weinberg,” said Gyemant, 
vice chair of the troubled Cal¬ 
ifornia Commission on Judi¬ 
cial Performance and a sitting 
judge who faces're-election in 
November. 

Caplan had continued to 
deny all responsibility for his 
actions, she observed, and the 
state had, in the substantial 
person of Assistant San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney Donald 
Sanchez, described Caplan as 
a flight risk. In fact, Sanchez 
went further than that, 
characterizing the disbarred 
lawyer as a vulture, a predator, 
and a man with “a pathology 
that I do not understand.” 

Gyemant agreed that Ca¬ 
plan was a flight risk and or¬ 
dered him taken into custody, 
despite Weinberg’s protesta¬ 
tions. 

The Sheriff s bailiff went 
over to the defense table, 
stood at parade rest with his 
hand in the back of his gun-

Blue Eyeliner Bandit 
Doesn't Get Off So Easy

A San Francisco Superior 
Court judge has dismissed the 
plea bargain of Steffan Buf- 
fleb and sent the case back to 
the district attorney for a 
stronger penalty considera¬ 
tion. 

Judge Alfred Chiantelli 
made the ruling on Friday, 
April 29, and indicated in his 
comments in court that he be¬ 
lieved, because of the repeat 
nature of the crimes, the 
penalty faced by Buffleb 
should be stronger. 

Buffleb, the infamous 
“Blue Eyeliner Bandit,’’ 
preyed on gay men he met in 
Castro area bars, from whom 
he gained sympathy with 
hard luck stories and then 
robbed of cash, credit cards, 
and other valuables. His nick¬ 
name was a reference to the 
blue lines tattood on his eye¬ 
lids. 

Another 
Ecstasy 
Source 
Dries Up

The San Francisco gay 
community may soon find ec¬ 
stasy a little harder to reach, 
according to a recent news 
item in the Philadelphia 
newspaper Au Courant. 

On Wednesday, April 20, 
federal drug enforcement 
agents raided a home in the 
Philadelphia suburb of Bryn 
Mawr and found its owner 
cooking up a large batch of 
the party drug ecstacy, also 
called MDMA. They arrested 
46-year-old Frank Baird in a 
high-tech laboratory located 
in the basement of the apart¬ 
ment, and seized 16 gallons of 
liquid that Au Courant said 
would equal ten pounds of ec¬ 
stasy when completed, plus a 
half pound of the finished 
drug. 

According to Au Courant, 
Baird was in drag when he 
was arrested, wearing “a 
women’s teddy, ribbons in his 
long brown hair and make¬ 
up.” 

Confidential sources told 
the newspaper that Baird in¬ 
tended to sell the drugs out¬ 
side of the Philadelphia area, 
where he was on a special 
probationary program after 
pleading guilty to charges of 
manufacturing methampheta- 
mines eight years ago. The 
sources indicated San Fran¬ 
cisco was a likely point of 
sale for Baird’s drugs. 

On March 12, agents in 
San Francisco also raided an 
alleged home lab on Market 
Street near Sanchez, which 
was also believed to have sup¬ 
plied ecstasy to the Bay Area 
gay community. ▼

Buffleb pleaded guilty to 
one count of felony burglary 
on April 1, in exchange for a 
sentence of one year in coun¬ 
ty jail and three years proba¬ 
tion. Two other felony bur¬ 
glary counts were dropped 
under the plea bargain reject¬ 
ed by Chiantelli. 

Buffleb had been arrested 
earlier this year but failed to 
appear in court, and was later 
rearrested March 10 on a 
three-count burglarly warrant. 

“It’s important that his vic¬ 
tims know that this reopens 
the case,” district attorney in¬ 
vestigator Ron Huberman 
told the B.A.R., “and there is 
some like likelihood that it 
will go to trial.” 

Because Buffleb’s plea has 
been set aside, the district at¬ 
torney will draw up a stiffer 
sentence penalty — to which 
Buffleb can plead guilty, or 
reject 

If he doesn’t not accept a 
new plea offer, the case will 
be set for a trial date, Huber¬ 
man said. 



A stiff one for Buffleb?

PAWS Meeting Brings Together 
Board, Clients, Volunteers, Donors

About 30 people attended 
a Town Meeting called by the 
board of directors of PAWS 
(Pets Are Wonderful Support) 
on Thursday, April 28. 

Comments at the 75- 
minute meeting, which 
ranged from expressions of 
support to angry condemna¬ 
tions of previous actions by 
the board and Interim Execu¬ 
tive Director Maryanne 
Cleary, gave the board a 
chance to hear the opinions of 
clients, donors, and volun¬ 
teers, and to formally respond 
to charges printed in the Bay 
Area Reporter and in anony¬ 
mously-produced flyers that 
have been posted in the Cas¬ 
tro area. 

The board expressed com¬ 
plete confidence in Cleary, 
who has served in her current 
capacity for nine months, and 
dismissed criticism of her 
management capabilities. 
Board President Ron Lewis 
also explained that a $5,000 
raise given Cleary after three 
months on the job — from 
$35,000 per year to $40,000 — 
was “in lieu of benefits, and 
was amortized over a year.” 

Cleary took credit for hav¬ 
ing set programs in motion 
that she believes will ulti¬ 
mately make the organization 
run more smoothly, including 
the computerization of client, 
volunteer, and donor databas¬ 
es, and said the “major prob¬ 
lem” at PAWS “is a financial 
one.” 

Clients whose pet food de¬ 
liveries have been disrupted 
or discontinued in recent 
months — the best-known ser¬ 
vice provided by the group — 
questioned her statement that 
home delivery was still avail¬ 
able to anyone unable to pick 
up food at the recently inau¬ 
gurated food bank, and that 
letters were sent to all clients 
to so inform them. Three res¬ 
idents of 1515 Market (com¬ 
monly known as Shanti 
House) said they had not re¬ 
ceived letters, which Cleary 
said was proof of the need to 
finish the database computer¬ 
ization efforts. 

Cleary and Lewis said the 
list of clients was haphazardly 
kept on individual file cards, 
listed accurately in a “big 
black book” — 

“there is al¬ 
ways a big 
black book,” 

Cleary laughed 
— and very in- 
accurately 
maintained on 
a computer 
database that 
needed updat¬ 
ing. The letters 
were generat¬ 
ed from the 
computer records, Cleary ex¬ 
plained, rather than from the 
black book. No explanation 
was given for failing to also 
send letters based on the 
book’s more reliable records. 

The most compelling mo¬ 
ment came when a PAWS 
client who lives at the Ambas¬ 
sador Hotel complained to 
Cleary, “I don’t understand 
how you can say things are 
getting better when during 
your time services have gone 
to hell. 

“I was at the last meeting,” 
he continued, referring to an 
April 12 board meeting that 


adjourned without public in¬ 
put and ended when Lewis 
called police to clear the 
premises. “I was the one you 
nearly had arrested. I was try¬ 
ing to get food delivered to 
my home, and you wouldn’t 
even listen to me. And mean¬ 
while, the one person who 
could help me, who could go 
get food, my lover, was dying. 

“The next morning he was 
dead.” 

“I’m sorry,” Cleary said. 

One volunteer, Dick Beck, 
cited four major problems he 
perceived at PAWS: That the 
organization was “coasting” 
on its reputation; that there 
has been “no major fundrais¬ 
ing” in the community recent¬ 
ly; that PAWS needs a per¬ 
manent, rather than interim, 
executive director; and that it 
also needs a client service 
manager. 

He also reminded the 
board that PAWS Prints, the 
newsletter, has not been pro¬ 
duced in five months, which 
may have an unsettling effect 
on potential donors. “So far 
PAWS has been 100 percent 
publicly supported,” he ob¬ 
served, but donors are not ad¬ 
equately advised “where has 
your money gone, and what 
has it done?” A new PAWS 
Prints was promised “soon,” 
and Beck said he hopes it will 
contain pie charts of income 
and expenses. 

Very few expenses were 
questioned, except for a brief, 
if fruitless, discussion of “$45 
haircuts charged to PAWS,” a 


reference made in the anony¬ 
mous flyers. The matter is 
still in dispute: according to a 
handout the board provided 
at the meeting, the one hair¬ 
cut in question was a volun¬ 
teer award; the recipient, 
Thom Groves, told the B.A.R. 
it was represented to him as a 
personal gift from Cleary, and 
that he had no idea the check 
was drawn on the PAWS ac¬ 
count until he opened the en¬ 
velope to pay the haircutter. 

Income was much more 
extensively discussed than ex¬ 
penses, with Cleary and the 
board adamantly favoring the 


procurement of federal Ryan 
White CARE funds. “They’re 
out there,” Lewis said. “We 
might as well get some.” Oth¬ 
ers in attendence were not so 
sure, voicing a belief that 
staying with private funding— 
as the group has in the past — 
was more desirable for sever¬ 
al reasons. 

“Unfortunately, PAWS 
will always be considered 
marginal by many,” one man 
said, also noting this is “a 
time of increasing consoli¬ 
dation of AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations.” By entering the 
CARE arena, he pointed out, 
PAWS would be made more 
vulnerable to the possibility 
of being abosorbed by anoth¬ 
er, larger, AIDS organization. 

Cleary and Lewis dis¬ 
agreed, maintaining that the 
group was “moving forward” 
by going after federal funds. 

Another topic of discussion 
was the loss of three staff 
members since Cleary was 
hired. “All three left for three 
different reasons,” she stated, 
and then went on to explain 
she has “a very distinctive 
management style.” Lewis ob¬ 
served that, with the depar¬ 
ture of those staff members, 
Cleary’s job was made more 
difficult. 

Lewis did not note the 
irony that, by giving former 
client director Nancy Esswein 
only 15 minutes to clear out 
her desk when Esswein re¬ 
signed, Cleary prevented 
PAWS from making a 
smoother transition that 
might have 
made her job 
easier. More 
importantly, it 
may have pre¬ 
vented the 
breakdown of 
delivery ser¬ 
vices that im¬ 
mediately fol¬ 
lowed Ess- 
wein’s depar¬ 
ture — the first 
time deliveries 
were missed since 1987. 

By the end of the meeting 
it was clear that neither side 
in the ongoing battle of words 
was prepared to concede. 
That, too, prompted discus¬ 
sion, with some urging both 
sides to “stop the antago¬ 
nism,” and some specifically 
taking the board to task for, 
as one man put it, “a response 
that is still arrogance.” 

“Stop blaming others,” he 
urged the board. 

“There is a perception that 
we are the problem,” Cleary 
responded. “We don’t believe 
that.”V

HRC To Address 
Transgender Discrimination

An extraordinary hearing 
concerning discrimination 
against transgendered persons 
will be held by the Human 
Rights Commission on Thurs¬ 
day, May 12. 

“It’s going to be a hearing 
to allow transgendered people 
to explain how they are being 
discriminated against. 
The hearing is designed to 
give people the understanding 
that transgendered people 
have the same rights as every¬ 
body else and should not be 
treated any differently,” said 
HRC Commissioner Earl 
Rynerson. 

Although civil servants 
and other public employees 
are protected against job bias, 
the basis of gender identity 
under Proposition L, there is 
no legislation that protects in¬ 
dividuals in the private sector, 
according to Larry Brinkin, 
an HRC discrimination inves¬ 
tigator. 

“In employment situations, 
individuals are denied em¬ 
ployment or are discriminat¬ 
ed against when they are dis¬ 
covered as transgender or be¬ 
gin gender reassignment,” 
Brinkin said. “They may be 
subject to harassment, demo¬ 
tions, or even termination.” 

Brinkin also said that 
landlords often refuse to rent 
to transgendered individuals 
— or terminate their leases 
when they are discovered to 
be transgendered. 

And, he says, there are al¬ 
legations of discrimination 
against transgenders in city 
funded homeless shelters, so¬ 
cial and medical service 
providers and other city de¬ 
partments. 

Transgendered people 
who have suffered discrimina¬ 
tion will testify at the hearing 
abut their experiences, and 
city departments will discuss 
their policies and experience 
regarding transgendered in¬ 
dividuals. 


Agencies that serve the 
transgendered community 
will address the state of ser¬ 
vices to the community and 
the continued need for such 
services, according to Brinkin. 

“The hearing will focus on 
recommendations for solu¬ 
tions to the problems present¬ 
ed,” he said. “The recommen¬ 
dations might include asking 
the Board of Supervisors to 
pass protective legislation.” 

According to Brinkin, 
transgendered individuals are 
subjected to violence, includ¬ 
ing verbal attacks, physical as¬ 
saults, and rape, because of 
their gender status and these 
issues are often unaddressed 
by local police services. 

The Transgender Task 
Force of the Lesbian Gay Bi¬ 
sexual and Transgender Advi¬ 
sory Committee to the HRC 
has played a key role in the 
hearings, Rynerson told the 
B.A.R. 

“They will be in-depth 
hearings and an opportunity 
for people to learn about the 
situation. I’ve learned a great 
deal already,” he said. 

Among the city agencies 
invited to attend the hearing 
are the Department of Social 
Services, the Police Depart¬ 
ment, and the Sheriffs De¬ 
partment. 

“The public hearing is “a 
first step” toward city protec¬ 
tions regarding transgendered 
individuals, said Kiki Whit¬ 
lock, chair of TTF. 

“I’m proud the Commis¬ 
sion is addressing transgender 
discrimination with the seri¬ 
ousness it deserves,” Whitlock 
said. 

The hearing will be held 
in the Board of Supervisors 
Chambers at City Hall from 
4:30 p.m to 8:30 p.m. Follow¬ 
ing the hearings, the HRC 
will prepare a report that will

On the Death of a Monster... 

John Wayne Gacy, the serial killer, will die this week. 

He’s a difficult subject for gay people to think about, partly 
because of our language; many of us feel ashamed because the 
press routinely called him a “gay killer” — an inexact phrase 
that didn’t clearly indicate he was the killer of gay youth, and 
not a gay man, as he gladly tells anyone who will listen. He 
says he had “homosexual experiences,” but in his mind that 
was different. “Don’t ask, don’t tell” was more than a maxim 
to him. It was something that both compelled him to carry out 
his carnage, and allowed him to do so for as long as he did. 

For those who are unaware of Gacy’s history, he was arrest¬ 
ed when he was a rising young star in the Iowa Junior Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, for having sex with a young man who told 
the police about the incident. In that social climate, homosex¬ 
uality was the worst kind of crime, as Gacy was to learn: he 
was publicly destroyed and apparently his mind snapped. He 
made his mind up that no future sex partner would have the 
opportunity to turn him in again. 

And the world knows the “solution” he reached. 

We bring up Gacy, with all the unsettling feelings he engen¬ 
ders, because we believe the killings may have been averted 
in a different time with a more enlightened ethic, when a 
Jaycee would be no more expected to be heterosexual than to 
be right-handed or white. Gacy is a living object lesson to 
America about the terrible price a society must pay for forcing 
others to live an unnatural life in the closet: his problem was 
internalized homophobia, and homophobia kills. 

Homophobia also directly cost lives in the Gacy case by 
driving others, who had reason to suspect what he was up to, 
underground: a couple of hustlers that he inexplicably allowed 
to live through his terror went to the police but got nowhere 
because of the stigma of what they admitted they did. There 
may have been more that we don’t know about, who may have 
wanted to go to the authorities but stopped, fearing the abuse 
they, as gays, were likely to receive at the police station. 

It was, after all, 20 years ago. 

But things haven’t changed enough to make us believe there 
won’t be other John Wayne Gacys casing our bars and making 
small talk with hustlers soon. Or now. Ballot measures across 
the country are driving other gay men and lesbians into the 
closet every day, and threats of quarantine in Texas present 
HIV-positive people with a no-win situation: to tell sex partners 
about their status and face the likelihood of spending the rest 
of their lives in a concentration camp, or to not tell and face 
jail time. Worst of all, we fear, there could be someone out 
there with a mind as sick as Gacy’s, who will come up with an 
equally repulsive plan. 

Nobody is asking the fundamentalists to share the blame for 
Gacy’s crime. Nobody should have to do that. But we would 
like for them to acknowledge that their actions have unfore¬ 
seen consequences. When they back people into a corner, or 
a closet, they unleash forces they cannot predict or control. 

If those who seek to marginalize us succeed, and if the bal¬ 
lot measures they endorse ever become law, they will have 
sentenced some of their own children to a life of shame, mis¬ 
ery, despair, and bitter resentment — but not, however hard 
they try, to heterosexuality. Unfortunately, we suspect they 
will also unknowingly sentence some of them to horrifying 
fates at the hands of predators like Gacy. Or, God forbid, to the 
fate of turning into Gacy. 

We are frankly glad to see a killer like that get a fraction 
of what is coming to him. The injection that he claims is cruel 
and inhuman is so much kinder than what he visited upon his 
victims that it feels silly to speak of it; the last thing we want 
to indicate is that we feel sorry for him. We, like all sensible 
people, feel enormous grief for the young gay men he killed, 
some of whom might be living here in San Francisco today if 
he hadn’t snuffed out their lives because of his own selfishness, 
homophobia, and psychosis. 

We miss them without knowing them, like the thousands 
who have died from AIDS, and resent that we will never have 
the opportunity to hear them talk of the plans they had for the 
future before Gacy cut it short. 

“Dead men tell no tales,” we are told, not altogether truth¬ 
fully. For dead or alive, John Wayne Gacy is a tale. And a les¬ 
son. God have mercy on us all if we don’t recognize it. ▼

Sex in Tight Places 


The following letter was sent to the editor, Steam 
Magazine: 

We like having sex as much as the next person and 
as much as any of your readers. We’re all for all of us 
having as much sex as we want with as many partners 
as we want and only have one real concern: that the 
places we go to have sex are clean and physically safe 
and that operators do their utmost to promote safe sex. 

Your editorial in the B.A.R. (March 17) contains so 
many misquotes and distortions that they threaten to 
undermine a thoughtful debate about how we deal 
with an alarmingly high level of new infections among 
gay and bisexual men. 

The Coalition for Healthy Sex has been extremely 
open. You could have gotten the information you 
wanted without resorting to a “Deep Throat.” The very 
nature of any coalition includes disagreement and con¬ 
flict; ours has been no exception. Club owners have also 
grown more comfortable over the years with healthy 
competition. Nonetheless, the development of the 
Recommended Standards for the Operation of Sex 
Clubs, Bathhouses and Commercial Sex Establish¬ 
ments included input and endorsements by many sex 
club owners and educators. If Father Frank and Jerry 
Jansen haven’t won the awards of excellence for pro¬ 
viding clean and safe clubs, the real question is: why 
haven’t they? The awards are simple to win and don’t 
require anything above a reasonable investment to 
assure that their clients get the support they deserve 
to have safe and healthy sex. 

Secondly, it is no secret that our Doing Business As 
— a legal document to enable us to undertake certain 
basic transactions — was taken out by Buzz Bense, 
owner of EROS. The Coalition asked him to do it. It’s 
not as if there are substantial benefits to Buzz and we 
believe that our process has been open enough (and cer¬ 
tainly debated enough) to keep us honest. Also, John 
Caravantes served as a volunteer investigator in August 
1992; he wasn’t hired by EROS until January 1993. Your 
attempts to uncover wrongdoings appear to signal your 
lack of professionalism; you haven’t even bothered to 
read through our minutes. 

There’s a difference between a consumer advocacy 
group and an arm of the government, a difference 
which you seem to be intent on ignoring. We issued the 
“Awards of Excellence” to let consumers know which 
businesses were taking their interests into account by 


providing lighting, hot water, safe exits and safe sex 
literature and information and supplies. The city 
health department closed down The Church and Night 
Gallery at different times because they had received 
complaints from the community about those particular 
clubs. There’s nothing homophobic about that, just as 
there’s nothing particularly reactionary about closing 
down a restaurant that doesn’t prepare food in a 
sanitary manner. And if the city takes our Coalition 
Guidelines into account as a basis of sound reasoning 
in a field rife with confusion and emotion, we’re not 
going to protest. 

If you want to have unsafe sex, go ahead. Just don’t 
do it in any of our establishments. Virtually all of us 
who have gotten infected with HIV wish that we 
weren’t. If by providing lighting and promoting safe 
sex in our particular clubs, we’re helping individuals 
to maintain their resolve to stay safe, we think that’s 
worth it. 

The Coalition has recently created a clearinghouse 
of safe sex materials which are available to all sex club 
owners and organizers. In addition, we have also train¬ 
ed peer educators in how to ensure safe sex in a sup¬ 
portive and as non-obtrusive manner as possible. Our 
two carnal carnivals were wildly successful and our 
education sub-committee is pursuing ways for AIDS 
agencies and owners to provide more education in 
clubs. Any suggestions would be welcome. 

What seems to be your overwhelming concern that 
we’re somehow turning into “sex police,” was hardly 
reflected by the many comments made by audience 
members at the recent town hall meeting which was 
sponsored by your own magazine. Most sex club 
customers want safe clubs, and want that safety assured 
by staff and other clients.

Maybe smokers and smoking are just metaphors for 
our society. Perhaps the truth is that smokers repre¬ 
sent some dark shadow side of our cultures that none 
of us is comfortable with. Like dying maybe. Perhaps 
when we see that cigarette burning we are really see¬ 
ing time running out for all of us and in a culture 
where death is always kept in the shadow — unlike 
every culture in the East — we want no reminders that 
we are all going to die whether we like it or not. 

Grow up folks, and take a look inside yourselves in¬ 
dividually and collectively. See what’s really goingon. 
This can’t possibly be about smoking. It’s way too 
obsessive. As my good friend Axel Laventure loves to 
remind me, “It’s never about what it’s about.” So put 
your pistol on the table, sit back, relax, pourself 
another cocktail and tell me, what’s this really about?

In Support of the Coalition 


Living these many years through the epidemic of 
AIDS, we in the gay and lesbian community have all 
come to know this disease as it has robbed us of 
friends and lovers. Many of us have been able to make 
healthy changes in our sex lives in order to care for 
and protect ourselves and our partners. But sex is col¬ 
ored with anxiety and apprehension for many of us 
because even with full knowledge of the risks, resolve 
about safe sex can be difficult to maintain. As it should 
be, it is a free choice to be safe or unsafe, but whether 
or not we are supported in our behavior can be critical. 

Considering this, we at Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights want to call to your attention a valuable 
public health initiative that has been developed in San 
Francisco by a group called the Coalition for Health 
Sex. This coalition is made up of representatives of 
community groups: the San Francisco Public Health 
Department, privately supported AIDS agencies and 
operators of sex clubs. 

Those operators who work with the Coalition have 
tried very hard to create environments that support 
healthy, sexual choices. The goal of the Coalition is 
to reduce transmission of sexual infection of all kinds. 
Their strategy is to promote healthy sex practices 
through education, providing condoms and other pro¬ 
tective devices and monitoring the activities at clubs 
that belong to the Coalition. 

Periodic reports are made to the general communi¬ 
ty on the degree of cooperation and success at each 
location so that potential patrons can be fully in¬ 
formed. The first public report was announced early 
last summer. It provided helpful guidance to the 
public by publishing by name the clubs that were 
cooperating effectively in supporting safe, and 
discouraging unsafe sex. 

Last July, the program was presented in detail to our 
medical group. We at BAPHR found participants in 
the Coalition to be knowledgeable, committed and 
able people. We feel that their approach is realistic and 
that it provides a careful, reliable and useful public 
health service. We encourage our community to be 
alert to their reports.

The Emperor Norton Connection 

The Widow Norton sets an example of loyalty and 
love for the late Emperor Joshua Norton by keeping 
alive not only the memory of her husband but an 
historical awareness of his reign from September 1859 
until he fell dead outside St. Mary’s Cathedral (on Cal- 
ifornia/Dupont Streets) in Chinatown on Jan. 8,1880. 

Alas, soon the probable sole surviving public 
building in San Francisco connected to Norton will 
shut its doors forever, namely, St. Francis of Assisi 
Church on Vallejo St. at Columbus Ave. in North 
Beach. 

This landmark edifice possesses twin towers and 
outer walls dedicated on St. Patrick’s Day in 1860 that 
survived the 1906 earthquake and fire. When architect 
Charles J.I.Devlin’s steel-framed interior of 1912-13 was 
formally re-dedicated on March 2, 1914, orator Rev. 
Joseph M. Gleason reminded the congregation that 
Norton “in full regalia was a Sunday regular within 
these lovely Norman French Gothic towers.” 

If Bay Areans listen carefully in the stillness of the 
night, they will hear Norton’s edict from his 
Woodlawn Cemetary grave: “Bay Areans, retrofit my 
royal St. Francis of Assisi Church.”

G overnor Pete Wilson 
has found his cam¬ 
paign issue — immi¬ 
grants (illegal immi¬ 
grants, to be precise) 
— and he intends to run with 
it clear through the Novem¬ 
ber election. Following the 
lead of other states like Flori¬ 
da (New York and Arizona 
plan similar suits), Wilson

filed a $2 billion lawsuit last 
week against the federal gov¬ 
ernment to reimburse the 
state for costs incurred im¬ 
prisoning illegal immigrants. 
Moreover, he claims that the 
feds owe California additional 
billions of dollars for provid¬ 
ing services to illegal immi¬ 
grants (mostly from Mexico), 
such as health care and educa¬ 
tion. 

No one argues that there 
are tens of thousands, per¬ 
haps hundreds of thousands, 
of illegal or “undocumented” 
aliens in California. The ques¬ 
tion is why did the governor 
not notice this problem until 
now? 

Wilson, a former U.S. sen¬ 
ator, knows better than most 
that suing the U.S. govern¬ 
ment is often an exercise in 
futility, since Uncle Sam first 
has to give his permission. 
However, Wilson also knows 
better than most that even a 
failed attempt can be useful — 
particularly for politicians 
running for re-election. 

Although Congress can 
authorize funds such as those 
being sought by Wilson — 
only last week the House vot¬ 
ed to require the U.S. to pick 
up the tab for imprisoning il¬ 
legal aliens who are convicted 
felons or put them in federal 
prisons — lawsuits like his, 
filed with much public fan¬ 
fare, will most likely be dis¬ 
missed on jurisdictional 
grounds before the November 
election. Then Wilson can 
say, “I tried, but the feds beat 
me down.” 

I would agree with the 
governor that there are thou¬ 
sands of “illegals” in this state 
who should be immediately 
returned to their country of 
origin. Hell, the monies being 
spent to educate these people 
and provide them with medi¬ 
cal services, etc. should be 
going to the citizens who 
legally reside here. Wilson 
contends that California is 
owed about $3.6 billion in fed¬ 
eral money for immigration- 
linked programs, and even his 
political opponents, although 
questioning the amount, agree 
that the “undocumented” 
problem is costing the state 


big bucks that should be go¬ 
ing elsewhere. 

To draw attention to his 
claim that illegals are flocking 
here in droves, especially 
from Mexico, Wilson sent the 
National Guard last Friday to 
the state’s southern border to 
help the U.S. Border Patrol 
stop the flood. However, if 
the problem is as big as the 
governor claims, one wonders 
why he didn’t send 1,270 
troops instead of a paltry 127. 

Democratic Party leaders 
were quick to point out that it 
was actually Pete Wilson, 
who, when a U.S. senator, en¬ 
couraged illegal immigration 
by sponsoring a federal law in 
the senate that allowed “un¬ 
documented” farm workers to 
stay legally in the United 
States. Others noted that Wil¬ 
son’s sudden plan to assign 
the National Guard to border 
duties is hardly anything new; 
U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer, 
a Democrat, proposed that 
idea a year ago.

Sacramento soothsayers 
are quietly predicting that As¬ 
semblywoman Julie Born- 
stein, a first-term member

Making Change

I ’m tempted to call it a 
mixed message. The 
front of the Stonewall 25 
brochure reads: “On 
June 26, 1994, the course of 
history will change. You are 
invited to help make it hap¬ 
pen.” Turn the page and the 
invitation says, “Demonstrate 
to the world your solidarity 
and pride in the lesbian and 
gay community by ordering 
Stonewall 25 T-shirts, com¬ 
memorative rings, bracelets, 
baseball caps, and more.” 

Yes, some change history 
while others make change. 

Okay. Okay. I do like the 
12 demands, particularly the 
call for the Universal Declara¬ 
tion of Human Rights to be ex¬ 
tended to lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, drag and transgender 
people. 

Yes, I will be there rally¬ 
ing for human rights and, 
probably, lining up for my 
commemorative something or 
other. After all, I marched on 
Washington, and all I got 
were a few snapshots and a 
one-dollar ACT UP token. 

Are we almost there? Have 
we changed the course of his¬ 
tory yet? 

Last week, all of America 
saw how easy it is to change 
history, if not the events 
themselves. Richard Nixon 
couldn’t have asked for a 
kinder, gentler parting gift 
than the series of revisionist 
eulogies he received. I know 
the speakers didn’t intend it 
to be this way, but I thought 
it was fitting that President “I 
am not a crook” Nixon should 
be put to rest with a litany of 
lies. As Robert Dole would 
say, “How American.” 

It’s been 12 months since 
the last March on Washing¬ 
ton, and while estimates on 
the crowd still seem slippery, 

I recall that the Washington, 
D.C. Chamber of Commerce 
reported the dollar count in 
cold, hard, and impressive fig¬ 
ures. 

If that’s how our political 
marches of the future will be 
measured and recorded, then, 
well, “How American.” 

Shall we use, as our clout, 
the revenues generated at ral¬ 
lies rather than our mobiliza¬ 
tion skills? Shall we count the 
profits rather than our politi¬ 
cal demands, our legislative 
victories, our social progress? 

Every march, rally, and pa¬ 
rade I’ve ever attended has in¬ 
cluded at least one speaker 
urging those of us gathered to 
take the spirit of power and 
pride home. Hang on to your 
righteous anger, your love for 
one another, and your com¬ 
mitment to justice. Turn 
those feelings of today into to¬ 
morrow’s action. 

Apolitical marchers 

But nobody ever does a 
follow-up. No one studies the 
connection between those 
who rally and those who re¬ 
turn home to take action. 

One of the major media 
spins on the 1993 March on 
Washington claimed that the 
majority of the marchers 
were apolitical. Word was 
that these were not the same 
people who were acting up in 
the streets. So, what do we 
make of that a year later? 
Did those people who didn’t 
see themselves as activists re¬ 
turn to their towns and cities 
to take action? And was that 
even an accurate portrayal of 
the marchers? 

Whose account will finally 


makes its way into high 
school textbooks? Thousands 
of men and women — tame, 
apolitical people in tasteful T- 
shirts — marched passed the 
White House, and then gath¬ 
ered on the Mall for enter¬ 
tainment and shopping. Pres¬ 
ident Clinton happened to be 
out of town. Only the comedy 
from the mainstage was taste¬ 
less. None of the speeches 
was worth highlighting here, 
but Martina Navratilova was 
a smash. 

In so many ways, a year 
later, it’s impossible to mea¬ 
sure the historical significance 
or total impact of the 1993 
March. Fortunately, teaching 
high school has taught me to 
reserve judgment. My chances 
of ever seeing, let alone mea¬ 
suring, any positive influence 
I might have on students is 
slim. Real growth, the 
changes in a life’s course, take 
time and usually happen long 
after students leave whatever 
sphere of influence I might 
have. As a teacher, I live on a 
kind of faith that what I do 
now will matter later. 

Likewise, if people have 
returned from rallies to run 



for school board, come out to 
friends and family, draft non¬ 
discrimination policies at 
work, then the March’s role 
in these developments will 
probably remain undetected. 
The historical legacy of our 
movement depends not only 
on the actions we take, but 
also on our capacity to record 
the dimensions of those ef¬ 
forts. 

And, just as the occasional 
student returns to tell a tale 
or offer thanks, so, too, the 
marches and rallies leave 
traces of their influence, if 
only we will take the time to 
tell our stories. 

Crossing paths 

In the summer of 1988 — 
while still in the closet on my 
teaching job — I crossed paths 
with a student at Boston’s 
Gay Pride March. 

It was awkward at first — 
more for me, I think, than for 
her. We marched together for 
a while and talked. When I 
saw her in school the next 
fall, I acknowledged our 
meeting and invited her to 
come talk if she ever wanted 
a friendly ear. 

Within a year, we had 
joined together and helped 
found the Phillips Academy 
Gay/Straight Alliance, which 
I believe to be the nation’s 
first Gay/Straight Alliance 
(GSA). We held meetings, 
watched films, sponsored a 
Gay Awareness Day, and 
took field trips to political ral¬ 
lies. Yes, we honed our skills 
as lesbian activists at the na¬ 
tion’s oldest prep school — 
George Bush’s alma mater — 
and, in a very real way, our 
work had been sparked by an 
encounter at a pride march. 

Dozens and dozens of high 
schools, public and private, 
have sprouted GSAs. Al¬ 
though news of independent

schools — like Phillips Acade¬ 
my, Milton Academy, Con¬ 
cord Academy, all of which 
have GSAs — rarely finds its 
way into the public eye, much 
has been accomplished. 

Teachers and administra¬ 
tors formed the Gay, Lesbian 
and Straight Teachers Net¬ 
work (GLSTN), which among 
other successes, sponsored the 
Fourth Annual GLSTN Con¬ 
ference in April. Sessions in¬ 
cluded “Addressing Homo¬ 
phobia in Catholic Schools,” 
“Gay Teens Telling Their 
Stories,” “Gay and Lesbian 
History for High School Stu¬ 
dents,” and “Starting a Gay/ 
Straight Alliance in Your 
School: Practical Strategies 
and Ideas.” 

A two-year-old publication 
called Speaking Out serves 
as “A Forum for Sexual Mi¬ 
nority Issues in Boarding 
School Communities” and 
currently reaches nearly 200 
boarding schools across the 
country. 

The Gay and Lesbian 
Alumni Network (GALAN) 
allows the gay, lesbian and bi¬ 
sexual alumni of independent 
schools to network and advo¬ 
cate for change in their high 
school alma maters. 

Are these developments all 
results of political rallies and 
marches? No, of course not. 
But, then again, influences are 
influences. 

On a recent visit home, I 
spent a day at Phillips Acade¬ 
my. A student passed me on 
the green, paused, turned, 
and caught up with me. 
“Don’t I know you?’’ he 
asked. 

“I used to teach here,” I an¬ 
swered, “but that was before 
you had arrived.” 

“Didn’t we meet at the 
March on Washington?” he 
persisted. 

Indeed, we had, when I 
met the members of the GSA 
at the foot of the Washington 
Monument. 

As we talked about the 
GSA — its founding, and the 
work it had done on campus 
since my departure — he lit up 
with the spirit of power and 
pride fostered by the March 
on Washington. He had 
brought it home with him. 

What an unthinkable field 
trip that would have been 
when I was in high school, I 
thought to myself at the time. 
Then, a week later, I learned 
that my own public high 
school has established a Gay/ 
Straight Alliance. 

So little of this ever gets 
recorded. 

So much of this is chang¬ 
ing the course of history. 

And, if Stonewall 25 in¬ 
spires individuals to return to 
their cities, their countries, 
their high school campuses 
with a new source of pride or 
a renewed vigor for justice, 
then, mixed messages aside, 
the organizers had it right in 
the first place: “On June 26, 
1994, the course of history 
will change. You are invited 
to help make it happen.”

fundraiser, we gave them the 
bar for the night. I feel it’s re¬ 
ally important. There is 
nowhere else for the women 
to address their issues, or to 
go and feel comfortable.” 

So why the gradual influx 
of men, which now threatens 
to eradicate the female identi¬ 
ty of the bar? “It’s just some¬ 
thing that has happened. It’s 
nothing that we’ve tried,” says 
Gorrono. “The women would 
all come here on Friday 
night, then they would all go 
to G-Spot on Saturday night, 
and this place would be emp¬ 
ty. The men figured that out, 
and they started coming in, 
and it built up bigger and big¬ 
ger.” 

The Cafe’s “resident DJ,” 
Jaqui Mac, who plays 
Wednesday through Friday — 
but not on the busiest night, 
Saturday — has an additional 
explanation. “It’s because we 
became a dance bar. If you’re 
sitting in the Castro at eleven 
o’clock on a Friday night, why 
take a cab to SOMA when you 
can go around the corner? I’d 
love to have an all-women’s 
space, but that’s not what’s 
happening here. If we were 
South or Market, in another 
neighborhood, it probably 
would be 95 percent women.” 

Bartender Laura Lovett 
strikes a note of optimism 
amidst the acrimony. “We’re 
all very proud to work in the 
only mixed bar in the Castro,” 
she told the B.A.R. “Gays and 
lesbians are all the same fam¬ 
ily. We’re on the same team, 
and to fight against each other 
is an absolutely insane idea.” 

Not all The Cafe’s women 
clientele are upset, either. 
“We’ve decided that we want 
to cross the line and combine 
lesbians and gay men,” says 
Lisa Toolen. “If some people 
decide that it’s time to do an¬ 
other separatism deal, that is 
their personal problem.” 

But there are some staff 
members who are not happy 
with the status quo. In a tele¬ 
phone interview, an anony¬ 
mous woman employee com¬ 
mented on the notorious “free 
drink tickets,” which have tak¬ 
en on almost mythic propor¬ 
tions amongst Cafe dissidents. 
“I have experienced it’s only 
men who have drink tickets. 
Maybe a year ago a couple of 
•women had them.” 

But is it a deliberate cam¬ 
paign to bring in more men? 
“No, Morgan and Tommy Lee 
just going around thinking 
they’re hot shit, and handing 
out these stupid drink tickets 
to boys. And to me that’s real¬ 
ly poor management, in the 
sense of reaching out to every¬ 
body, if that’s what they say 
they are doing.” 

Morgan Gorrono sees the 
story differently. “If we meet 
somebody, and they’ve never 
been here, it’s come up and 
have a drink. To really good 
customers, if I run into them 
on the street ... it’s a promo¬ 
tional thing. On a Saturday 
night, we’ll probably give 
away ten drinks, and out of 
that it’s probably a fifty-fifty 
split, men and women.” 

What about the rigging of 
work schedules? Says Gor¬ 
rono, “There have been no fe¬ 
male employees laid off, or 
moved around because some 
pretty boy came on. We have 
two male bartenders out of 
eleven.” 

Even a reporter predis¬ 
posed to find bias in the men 
who run a women’s club can¬ 
not pin down any substantial, 
specific misbehavior by Gor¬ 
rono and Sherck. Many of the 
accusations by current and for¬ 


mer employees are impossible 
either to disbelieve or to> 
make a case with. A female 
former employee, fired along 
with five others for one-time 
cocaine use on the premises, 
says a “boy” who was drinking 
on the job was dismissed only 
after numerous warnings. 
Misogyny is a frequent charge 
toward Sherck. The fired em¬ 
ployee recounts. “He called me 
a cunt and a bitch. My only 
previous experience with 
Tommy Lee was maybe see¬ 
ing him once a month, and 
him making ‘tuna’ jokes con¬ 
stantly.” 

Personal feelings run high. 
But San Francisco’s women’s 
bars have a history of closing, 
and it may be that the friction 
between the sexes has nothing 
to do with it. Why is it that 
women’s spaces do not sustain 
themselves? “The support isn’t 
there,” says bartender Laura 
Lovett. “It’s economics, and 
also it’s women’s lifestyles. I 
think there’s a difference in 
the sexuality. For men, bars 
fulfill a need, the trick factor.” 

Another Cafe bartender, 
Mel Leis, adds, “San Francisco 
is no different than New York. 
How many women’s bars are 
there in New York right now? 
There’s one. There’s none in 
Boston.” Says Lovett, “Priori¬ 
ties are different. Once women 
come to a bar, they meet 
somebody, they form a rela¬ 
tionship, they no longer go out 
as much. It’s a choice by wom¬ 
en. They’re content with that, 
they don’t have to go out ev¬ 
ery night.” Gorrono agrees. 
“Men are different. Men go 
out. I mean, men are less re¬ 
sponsible — I know, I go out 
every night.” 

Customer Sue Roginski re¬ 
calls, “There was a lot of talk 
after [the film] Last Call at 
Maud’s, that maybe it was bet¬ 
ter, that women don’t need to 
meet each other in bars; and 
there’s the whole sober scene. 
You know, it’s a pretty sober 
community.” 

But for those women who 
do go out to bars, the situation 
is upsetting and uncomfort¬ 
able, whatever its causes. 
About the changes in The 
Cafe, Roginski says, “I have 
lost what I had before. There 
were mostly women around 
me. It just feels different now. 
When it first started changing, 
it was sort of nice, I thought it 
was good to have a mixed 
place, but it’s gone beyond 
that now.” 

“I feel that I am being total¬ 
ly pushed out of the communi¬ 
ty,” says Daula Rush, “because 
we have only one bar, and the 
men have hundreds. We feel 
threatened because of the fact 
that they have all these bars, 
and they decided they want 
this one, too. It’s a control is¬ 
sue, about controlling the envi¬ 
ronment — and they do. 
They’re pushy, they’re not sen¬ 


sitive to people around them. 
Even though everyone says 
it’s okay, it’s not okay, because 
there’s tension, and people 
have got to admit that.” 

Says the anonymous em¬ 
ployee, “It’s male energy. The 
Cafe is male-owned and it’s 
male-managed, and when you 
have that kind of male energy, 
you cannot help it. They’re 
projecting that, and I think 
that they need to acknowledge 
it, and maybe step back and 
say, ‘Is this what we want?”’ 

“It’s sad,” she says. “I some¬ 
times cry when I get off work. 
It’s very hard to watch some¬ 
thing die. It hurts, and that’s 
what everyone is saying. It’s 
hard to express it in that way 
to Morgan and Tommy Lee. 
They just don’t get it. It’s so 
sad for everyone. We feel such 
a sense of loss. We lost so 
much, after losing Amelia’s 
and Maud’s, and all we ask is 
a bar where we can gather 
seven days a week, too, you 
know.” 

Cafe DJ Jaqui Mac commis¬ 
erates. “I understand these 
women. My heart goes out to 
them, and I’m sorry that we 
don’t have another space in 
this city that can do for them. 
We should. We should have 
ten spaces. How can one 
women’s bar fill all the differ¬ 
ent needs of this community? 

Will the management try to 
bring women back? “All I’m 
trying to do,” says Gorrono, “is 
make it extremely woman- 
friendly, so the women have 
their place to go. I’m not going 
to kick out the men, or any¬ 
thing like that. It’s an open gay 
bar, for everyone to have fun.” 

“This bar was never official¬ 
ly designated a women’s bar,” 
says Laura Lovett. “The rea¬ 
son it got that reputation was 
because they patronized it. It’s 
the public that makes the 
choice. I was a bartender at 
Amelia’s for two years, the last 
women-owned women’s bar in 
the city. I was behind the 
counter on closing day, with 
lines wrapped around the 
block, and I said to these peo¬ 
ple, ‘If I had seen you once in 
the last six months, we 
wouldn’t be closing now, so 
save your tears.’ Now if wom¬ 
en want to say they’re being 
discriminated against, and 
they’re going to boycott, 
there’ll be plenty of people to 
fill in the void.” 

“Put your money where 
your mouth is,” says Jaqui 
Mac. “I don’t mean that coldly, 
but that’s the bottom line.” 

Daula Rush agrees. “That’s 
what you should write in your 
article: come back, women! 
Don’t let the men control it. 
We should not give up. If we 
just complain about the club 
and don’t act on it, we’re going 
to lose it.” ▼

It seems that KFRC is not in¬ 
terested in engaging in a ma¬ 
ture and serious discussion on 
the matter. But maybe the sta¬ 
tion’s advertisers will be inter¬ 
ested. Listen in — if you can 
stand it — and jot down the 
names of the station’s advertis¬ 
ers. Let these companies know 
that if they support hate, you 
won’t support them.

Still the pits 

In the March-April issue of 
Video Librarian magazine, 
publisher Randy Pitman re¬ 
viewed the hate video Gay 
Rights, Special Rights. Among 
other things, Pitman used his 
review to ridicule “idiotic exhi¬ 
bitionists in drag.” He also 
stated that he “can sympathize 
with parents who are con¬ 
cerned about information on 
sexual preferences being in¬ 
cluded in the grade school 
core curriculum.” 

Although Pitman pointed 
out the video’s obvious homo¬ 
phobia, he also argued that the 
hate tape has “a serious and 
valid argument at its core. 
Should gays and lesbians be 
accorded minority group sta¬ 
tus and thereby gain civil 
rights protections ... and the is¬ 
sue raises questions: what 
about civil rights for S&M en¬ 
thusiasts or foot fetishists?” 

In response to that review, 
Pitman has received several 
complaints that he has since 
dismissed as “knee-jerk re¬ 
sponses.” One critical reader 
reminder Pitman that Gay 
Rights, Special Rights resem¬ 
bles the misinformation cam¬ 
paign waged by “Hitler’s pro¬ 
paganda ministry.” Missing 


replied that the analogy is 
“more than a little insulting to 
the 6 millions Jews who died 
(if 6 million gays have likewise 
suffered in America, I’m unfa¬ 
miliar with it).” 

Remarkably, Pitman—who 
apparently sees no reason to 
teach tolerance to all young 
children or affirm the dignity 
of lesbian and gay youth in the 
classroom — claims that he is 
not “anti-gay.” Pitman can dish 
criticism out, but he seems un¬ 
willing to take it.

GOPs Threaten Sacto College 
Over ROTC, But Get Nowhere

SACRAMENTO - About 
45 minutes before Sacramen¬ 
to State University’s Presi¬ 
dent Donald Gerth held his 
press conference ending the 
ROTC program on campus 
because of discrimination 
against gays and lesbians, he 
received a threatening letter 
by fax. The letter, signed by 
22 California Republican 
members of Congress, said in 
part, “Should it become the 
policy of California State Uni¬ 
versity, Sacramento, to end 
ROTC on its campus at this 
time, we will call for a full ac¬ 
counting and review of any 
other federal programs and 
funds at your institution.” 

The letter was signed by: 
Bill Baker; Ken Calvert; 
Christopher Cox; Randy Cun- 
ningham; John Doolittle; 
Robert Dornan; David Dreier; 
Elton Gallegly; Wally Herger;

Stephen Horn; Michael Huff- 
ington; Duncan Hunter; Jay 
Kim; Jerry Lewis; Aired Mc- 
Candless; Howard McKeon;

According to one staff 
member, “It is to his everlast¬ 
ing credit that Donald Gerth 
was not intimidated by that 
kind of crap and went ahead 
and held the press conference 
and made the announcement 
about the ROTC phase-out.” 

A public affairs officer at 
the college told the B.A.R. the 
college has received numer¬ 
ous telephone calls “that you 
wouldn’t believe” lambasting 
Gerth. “It’s amazing people 
can be so intolerant today,” 
she said. 

The University’s Academic 
Senate had been prepared to 
vote on the issue this week. 
However, in light of Gerth’s 
surprise announcement last 
week, it passed a resolution to 
commend him for his deci¬ 
sion. Gerth said he knew the 
Senate would vote to phase 
out the ROTC program and 
saw no reason to wait another 
week to make the announce¬ 
ment. 

Although he called a meet¬ 
ing of his university vice pres¬ 
idents to brief them about the 
letter, Gerth would only say 
publicly, “I don’t wish to elab¬ 
orate further — it’s all in my 
letter of response.” His re¬ 
sponse, which was mailed to 
the congressmen, was virtual¬ 
ly a copy of the press release 
and speech Gerth made at his 
press conference. 

Federally-funded programs 
at the university total more 
than $11 million and include an 
$8 million financial aid pro¬ 
gram and another $3 million 
plus which is allocated 
through grant programs. ▼

Square Dancing: It Isn't Just

The Western Star Dancers, 
“a square dance club for gays, 
lesbians, and their friends,” 
begins its new season this 
Monday, May 9th. The West¬ 
ern Stars extend an invitation 
for anyone who is even a lit¬ 
tle curious about square danc¬ 
ing to visit the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, located on 
Collingwood and 18th that 
evening at 7:30 p.m. To make 
it even more attractive, the 
first two sessions are free. 

Lessons are given by Ron 
Masker, who has been teach¬ 
ing square dancing to San 
Franciscans for four years. He 
is known in the world of 
square dancing as a “caller,” 
meaning that his is the voice 
on the microphone that tells 
partners what to do on the 
dance floor. Or, more accu¬ 
rately, one of the voices. “At 
our dances we have callers 
from all over the country,” 
said Gary Gray, who current¬ 
ly administrates the Western 
Star Dancers. 

Masker has been calling 
square dance for ten years. 
His call to become a caller be¬ 
gan in New York City, with a 
square dancing club called the 
“Times Squares,” because 
they practiced on Broadway 
at 41st Street, inside the Fan¬ 
cy Dancer Dance Studio. To¬ 
day, he said, “the club has 
about 300 members and is lo¬ 
cated in the West Village.” 

Basic square dance classes 
for lesbians and gays have 
been offered in San Francisco 
for 12 years. The Western 
Star dancers currently num¬ 
ber 70 members, who practice 
how to square dance to coun¬ 
try, rock-and-roll, even the 
Pointer Sisters. “The Western 
Star Dancers is one of the 
many square-dancing clubs in 
San Francisco,” Gray said, in¬ 
cluding the El Camino Reel- 
ers, Midnight Squares, and 
the Concord Diablo Dancers. 

“We are a social group, not 
a performance group,” said 
Gray, who told the B.A.R. he 
started square dancing in ele¬ 
mentary school in Fort 
Worth, Texas. “We are a car¬ 
ing, supportive environment. 
Once you become a member 
of the Western Star Dancers, 
you become family.” 

Among the Western Stars’ 


social events are picnics, par¬ 
ties, AIDS fundraising beer 
busts featuring all the beer 
and food you can stomach 
with the money going to dif¬ 
ferent AIDS organizations, 
several big dances where 
members of the International 
Association of Gay Square 
Dance Clubs (IADSC — a 
trademarked name) come on 
down, plus retreats at the 
Russian River. 

Square (dancing) roots? 

The roots of square danc¬ 
ing come from Irish jigs, 
reels, and quadrilles, dances 
that came to North America 
during colonial times and de¬ 
veloped from there. Accord¬ 
ing to Masker, “What we now 
teach is modern American 
square dance, which has been 
in existence for 40 years.” 
That was when, he told the 
B.A.R., callers around the 
country decided which level — 
of mainstream, plus, advance, 
and challenge — specific calls 
fall into. They developed an 
organized teaching system 
that allows square dancers 
from New Jersey to square 
dance with Californians, be¬ 
cause everyone knows the 
uniform movements for that 
specific level. 

Square dance callers dic¬ 
tate specific dance moves, 
which become more difficult 
at each level; everything is 
done at random in square 
dancing. “No two dances are 
the same — if you’re a good 
caller,” said Masker. 

A typical square dance 
starts with eight people, or 
four couples, who form a 
square. The caller starts a 
record, traditionally a coun¬ 
try violin tune, then the caller 
hollers things like “bow to 
your partner, corner two, and 
swing your partner round and 
round.” Once these calls be¬ 
gin, the eight dancers split 
into various formations, lose 
their partners, and dance with 
everyone else. “Hopefully, by 
the end of the dance, you get 
back with your partner at 
your home position; depend¬ 
ing if you have a good caller,” 
said Masker. 

Because square dancing is 
so complicated, the Western 
Squares’ teaching is done in a 
substance-free environment: 
anyone who comes drunk or 
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fust for Squares Anymore 


stoned won’t dance that night. 
“We aren’t preaching; you 
need to be sharp to learn 
square dancing,” Gray said. 
“We are not anti-drinking or 
drugs, but we need an atmo¬ 
sphere conducive to learning. 

The Western Star Dancers 
are founding members of the 
IAGSDC, which now has ap¬ 
proximately 50 organizations 
across North America. The 
close-knit membership in¬ 
cludes chapters in New York, 
Denver, Seattle, Los Angeles, 
and Vancouver, to name a 
few, and an Australian chap¬ 


ter is planned for the near fu¬ 
ture. A huge convention is 
scheduled this July in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., one week after 
the Stonewall commemora¬ 
tive celebration in New York. 
The following conventions 
will be in Chicago in 1995, 
and San Francisco in 1996. 
The hometown convention 
will be themed: “Stars, Thars, 
and Cable Cars, Convention 
96.”

Queer Women Zap 
Catholic Misinformation Line

Ms. magazine declared 
April 28 “Take Our Daugh¬ 
ters to Work Day.” Katha Pol- 
litt, writing in the May 2 issue 
of The Nation, suggested 
that given the sorry situation 
of the American worker, men 
as well as women might be 
better off with “Take Our 
Daughters to the Demonstra¬ 
tion Day.” 

Pollitt wrote that she imag¬ 
ines “streams of women and 
girls pouring from work¬ 
places and schools out into 
the streets with a list of seri¬ 
ous demands ...” and one sec¬ 
tion of Pollitt’s list, “realistic 
sex education, free contracep¬ 
tion, and abortion on de¬ 
mand,” was certainly in the 
minds of the small group of 
queer women and one ebul¬ 
lient three-year-old who put 
her words into practice on 
April 27. 

The women, health ac¬ 
tivists with ACCESS, BA- 
CORR, and Women’s Action 
Coalition, plus daughter, 
zapped a lavish press confer¬ 
ence at San Francisco’s 
Kearny Street Holiday Inn 
with banner, chants, and hard 
questions to expose a bogus 
“unplanned pregnancy” hot¬ 
line that would give young 
women no information about 
safer sex or birth control. 

Promoted by Catholic 
Charities, the national 800-line 
instead offers “professional 
counseling” that urges young 
women not to terminate un¬ 
wanted pregnancies but to go 
through pregnancy, have a 
child, and give it up for adop¬ 
tion. Catholic Charities’ 
spokesperson Mara Chettle 
claimed that because the hot¬ 
line was sponsored by a 
Catholic agency, young callers 
would know not to expect 
complete information, but 
contradicted herself when she 
informed the B.A.R. that at¬ 
tempts to promote the hotline 
included recruitment across 
religious lines and in the pub¬ 
lic schools. 

Chettle stated that Catholic 
Charities hoped to place 
“posters in all the high 
schools’’ through “school 
counselors.” When asked if 
she meant public high schools 
as well as parochial schools, 
she answered in the affirma¬ 
tive. “Yes, we are trying to 
get out this information ev¬ 
erywhere we think young 
women will be.” 


As a reporter on that 
evening’s Channel 5 News 
pointed out, the poster in 
question appeals with a large 
headline to anyone with an 
“unplanned pregnancy,” with 
the words “Catholic Charities” 
in much smaller type at the 
bottom. Similar anti-abortion 
efforts in the San Diego area 
have been enjoined by the Su¬ 
preme Court from using the 
words “pregnancy counseling" 
for their operations, according 
to an April 22 article in the 
New York Times. The Cen¬ 
ter for Unplanned Pregnancy 
there was ordered to inform 
each caller that its “counsel¬ 
ing is from a Biblical anti¬ 
abortion perspective” and that 
it does not offer abortion re¬ 
ferrals. It was also prohibited 
from advertising itself as a 
“clinic” or as providing “preg¬ 
nancy options counseling.” 

Deceptive come-ons based 
more on limiting options than 
providing them anger long¬ 
time health activist Brenda 
Cummings, a founder of AC¬ 
CESS, a project of the Coali¬ 
tion for the Medical Rights of 



Women. ACCESS, the only 
comprehensive toll-free wom¬ 
en’s health information and 
referral line in California, pro¬ 
vides its services to women 
with needs and questions 
about HIV as well as preg¬ 
nancy. “And last week a 


woman called looking specif¬ 
ically for Christian counsel¬ 
ing, and I provided her with 
referrals!” states Cummings. 
“Being pro-choice is about re¬ 
specting all women. Our 1- 
800-376-INFO is the number 
women can call to be support¬ 
ed and get honest and com¬ 
plete information.” ACCESS 
also provides adoption and 
abortion referrals, informa¬ 
tion on how to deal with the 
bureaucracies at Medi-Cal and 
the Office of Family Planning 
Services, and on the rights of 
teenagers and undocumented 
immigrant women, as well as 
birth control and midwifery 
referrals and referrals for 
queer women about parenting 
options. 

Chettle said that 47 per¬ 
cent of Catholic Charities’ 
funding comes from public 
sources, but repeated ques¬ 
tions about whether state 
funding could be used to sup¬ 
port religion-based counsel¬ 
ing, and whether such coun¬ 
seling could legitimately be 
promoted in the public 
schools, went unanswered at 
Wednesday’s press confer¬ 
ence. Another question that 
went unanswered: whether 
gay, lesbian, and bi people 
were approved as parents in 
Catholic Charities’ adoption 
program. 

According to Laura Weide 
ofBACORR, “Pregnant wom¬ 
en of all ages deserve unbi¬ 
ased information respectful of 
their needs and values. It’s 
outrageous for Catholic Char¬ 
ities to claim they’re interest¬ 
ed in the health of young 
women and at the same time 
try to keep them ignorant of 
safer sex issues and healthy 
options for terminating and 
avoiding pregnancy.” 

During a quiet moment in 
the press conference, the 
three-year-old daughter began 
to sing that “revolution will 
come.” Later, her mother cau¬ 
tioned, “Reproductive free¬ 
doms have to be part of any 
revolution for women. One in 
ten teenagers who call AC¬ 
CESS [teens account for a 
third of all ACCESS calls] are 
young lesbian/bi women, 
right? If ACCESS can help 
them avoid their lives and ed¬ 
ucations being derailed by 
forced motherhood and 
poverty, they can grow up 
with power and pride. And 
be mothers when and if 
they’re ready.” ▼ 
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It's All About Money

I n our last column, we dis¬ 
cussed an accord between 
evangelicals and Roman 
Catholics, “Evangelicals 
and Catholics Together: The 
Christian Mission in the Third 
Millennium,” in which it was 
agreed to put aside doctrinal 
differences to work together 
on such “social” issues as a 
support for “discrimination” 
against the morally dissolute 
and against multiculturalism 
as expressed today. 

Remember: the very people 
who support these ideas are 
the ones who are using mi¬ 
norities as shock troops 
against gay rights issues, and 
who are distributing the Gay 
Rights, Special Rights video 
to minority churches, to sound 
the alarm that gays and les¬ 
bians are looking for affirma¬ 
tive action rights. Somehow 
the concept of civil rights and 
marital rights and any other 
rights has become something 
finite. “If we let you have civil 
rights and marital rights — 
then there won’t be enough 
for us” seems to be the case. 
“If we let you less-than-perfect 
people be married, somehow 
your ‘not-right’ union will 
make mine inferior too!” And 
so it goes. 

The Roman Catholic 
Church’s appearance on the 
scene should not be a surprise 
to anyone. The February 24, 
1992 issue of Time gives an 
idea of how sophisticated the 
arena is about to become, de¬ 
lineating how then-President 
Reagan and Pope John Paul II 
worked together to destablize 
the Polish government and 
put the Solidarity Party into 
power. There was an interest¬ 
ing additional price the United 
States paid in the battle 
against communism — the dry¬ 
ing up of international family 
planning funding for third 
world countries. Birth control 
and abortion money, clinics 
and assistance to women and 
children in those countries are 
no more. One can only won¬ 
der what will happen when 
thgy turn their attention to 
AIDS and breast cancer. 

For some, the idea of the 
accord is not enough to be 
worrisome. After all, many 
people are still “blowing off’ 
the evangelicals — unable to 
grasp that the hokey-dokey tel¬ 
evangelists with the suits and 
the hair and the Grand Ole’ 
Opry settings are changing 
their style — becoming, as 
Christian Coalition Executive 
Director Ralph Reed says, “as 
wise as serpents and as inno¬ 
cent as doves.” 

The architect of the accord, 
Father Richard J. Neuhaus, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Institute 
on Religion and Public Life, 
has also led some mainstream 
theologians and thinkers to 
new pronouncements on ho¬ 
mosexuality, including The 
Ramsey Colloquium, a group 
of Jewish and Christian theolo¬ 
gians, ethicists, philosophers, 
and scholars who meet to dis¬ 
cuss issues of morality, reli¬ 
gion, and public life, named af¬ 
ter the distinguished Metho¬ 
dist ethicist Paul Ramsey 
(1913-1988). Their paper, “The 
Homosexual Movement: A Re¬ 
sponse by the Ramsey Collo¬ 
quium,” was published in the 
March 1994 issue of the mag¬ 
azine First Things. 

In an intellectual, perni¬ 
cious way, it dismantles the 
gay rights movement and re¬ 
duces the lives of gay men and 
lesbians to second- or even 
third-class status. “We are well 


aware,” they write, “that this 
declaration will be dismissed 
by some as a display of homo¬ 
phobia, but such dismissals 
have become unpersuasive 
and have ceased to intimidate. 
Indeed, we do not think it a 
bad thing that people should 
experience a reflexive recoil 
from what is wrong. To 
achieve such a recoil is pre¬ 
cisely the point of moral edu¬ 
cation of the young. What we 
have tried to do here is to 
bring this reflexive and often 
pre-articulate recoil to reason¬ 
able expression. Our society is, 
we fear, progressing precisely 
in the manner given poetic ex¬ 
pression by Alexander Pope: 

‘“Vice is a monster of so 
frightful mien/As, to be hated, 
needs but to be seen; 

Yet seen too oft, familiar 
with her face/We first endure, 
then pity, then embrace.’ 

“To endure (tolerance), to 
pity (compassion), to embrace 
(affirmation): that is the se¬ 
quence of change in attitude 
and judgement that has been 
advanced by the gay and les¬ 
bian movement with notable 
success.” 

Every canard, old chestnut, 
and stereotype is pulled out 
for measured comment and in¬ 
spection, every argument an¬ 
ticipated, every fire stoked — 
from protection of the young 
to genetics; from marriage to 
the destruction of the very fab¬ 
ric of the society. Wrapped in 
their moral virtue, these schol¬ 
ars are a serious departure 
from the evangelicals and fun¬ 
damentalists. Neuhaus has 
managed to bridge the gap to 
the mainstream religious 
groups that could have been a 
mainstay and protection for 
gays and lesbians. Instead, a 
new array of ideologues has 
been introduced in the arena. 
Scholars from Amherst, Notre 
Dame School of Law, a rabbi 
from the University of Hart¬ 
ford, Boston College, Rutgers 
University, Hebrew Union 
College, Princeton University, 
Oberlin College, the Berkeley 
School of Divinity, and Yale 
have signed on to this docu¬ 
ment. 

Our community desperately 
needs think tanks, coalition 
building on numerous fronts, 
and a score of other projects if 
we are to survive the on¬ 
slaught the religionists are 
preparing. However, simply 
put, the money isn’t there. A t 
least, it isn’t available in the 
same way and in the amounts 
that can be found in the secu¬ 
lar and religious groups we 
are facing. To illustrate that 
point think about this: 

The combined annual bud¬ 
gets for HRCF, NGLTF, 
Lambda Legal Defense, and 
Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays is $11.5 mil¬ 
lion. That’s it, for all of them. 
That is $4,000,000 short of the 
annual budget for (cowtown) 
Sacramento’s Capital Christian 
Center. Think about what the 
700 Club brings in, or the $80 
million generated by Focus on 
the Family — to say nothing of 
Eagle Forum and Concerned 
Women for America (who, by 
the way, have us featured al¬ 
most exclusively in their latest 
publication). 

On a state level, the budget 
for the Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality is 
$200,000 annually, for which 
we expect it to bring in primo 
legislation and fight for AIDS 
funding. 

We have the people, we’ve 
got the expertise, we’ve got 
some serious work to do — but 
whether or not we do it is all 
about money. ▼

Home HIV Tests Nearer 
— But Is That a Good Thing?

One day, perhaps soon, 
consumers may be able to 
walk into a drug store and lay 
down $30 to purchase a home 
testing kit for HIV. Then, in 
the privacy of their own 
home, they would prick their 
fingers and place drops of 
their blood on a specially 
treated paper, and mail it to 
the lab. A few days later they 
would call an 800 number for 
the results. 

Direct Access Diagnostics, 
a subsidiary of consumer 
health care products manufac¬ 
turer Johnson & Johnson, has 
applied to the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) for a li¬ 
cense to sell the kits. 

“We are empowering peo¬ 
ple who chose to get testing 
and counseling in a setting 
that they are comfortable 
with,” is how its president, El¬ 
liot Millenson, outlined the 
case for approval in testimony 
before the FDA. 

Strub the shill 

Sean Strub is an AIDS ac¬ 
tivist and publisher of POZ, 
a slick new consumer-orient¬ 
ed AIDS magazine. He is also 
an expert in marketing to the 
gay community. Direct Ac¬ 
cess is one of his clients and 
the current issue of POZ con¬ 
tains a marketing survey on 
home test kits, paid for by Di¬ 
rect Access. 

Strub is a self-described 
“strong advocate” of expand¬ 
ed HIV testing, who sees this 
test as “an informational 
tool.” He says he opposed an 
earlier home test kit proposed 
by Burroughs-Wellcome, “be¬ 
cause that was really a pro¬ 
gram for getting people on 
AZT.” 

He got involved with Di¬ 
rect Access because, he says, 
“I wanted to make sure that 
whatever expanded testing 
options were developed were 
separated from a predeter¬ 
mined course of treatment for 
someone who is positive.” 

Tom Moseley supported 
the Direct Access application 
in his testimony before the 
FDA. Until recently he man¬ 
aged the hot line and testing 
outreach for AIDS Project 
Los Angeles. 

“My agenda is to have as 
many minority people as pos¬ 
sible to be diagnosed as early 
as possible, and home testing 
will do that,” Mosely said. 
“Many minorities are distrust¬ 
ful of the medical system and 
will not be tested at all with¬ 
out the home kit.” 

Most experts agree that 
early knowledge of HIV sta¬ 
tus can be very important in 
limiting transmission of the 
virus to others. It can also 
lead to medical and lifestyle 
changes that can improve the 
length and quality of life for 
those already infected. They 
also agree that effective coun¬ 
seling is an important compo¬ 
nent of the testing process. 

Where the experts begin to 
differ is over what constitutes 
effective counseling. Support¬ 
ers of home testing maintain 
that telephone counseling is 
adequate, opponents disagree. 

The National Alliance of 
Lesbian and Gay Health Clin¬ 
ics (NALGHC) announced its 
opposition to the Direct Ac¬ 
cess test kit at a news confer¬ 
ence on April 8. The Alliance 


represents eleven clinics 
spread across the country 
from Boston to San Francis¬ 
co. 

“The potential for catas¬ 
trophic impact on individuals 
using such a home test prod¬ 
uct far outweights the intend¬ 
ed advantages,” said NAL¬ 
GHC coordinator Christopher 
Portelli. They are concerned 
about the increased risk for 
suicides, and inadequate coun¬ 
seling and referral as a possi¬ 
ble result of the proposed 
home test kit. 

“I was suicidal for days" 

Perhaps the most vivid 
personal example was sup¬ 
plied by Hand Carde, a re¬ 
tired career naval officer liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. He said his 
three tours in Vietnam did 
not begin to compare with 
the tension he felt after learn- 
' ing he was HIV-positive. “I 
was suicidal for three days,” 
Carde said. He credits his sur¬ 
vival in part to the counseling 
he received, and doubts it 
would have been nearly as ef¬ 
fective over the phone. 

Joining in opposition to 
home test kits were the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian 
Health Foundation and the 
National Association of Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS (NAPWA). 

The AIDS Action Council 




is caught in the middle of this 
argument between its mem¬ 
bers. AAC has yet to take a 
position on the Direct Access 
license application. 

An April 11 draft “Discus¬ 
sion Document” restates 
AAC’s 1989 opposition to 
home testing in testimony be¬ 
fore Congress and the FDA. 
It then differentiates between 
home testing, where the re¬ 
sults are immediately avail¬ 
able, and the Direct Access 
approach, which the docu¬ 
ment labels “home collection 
kits.” 

The organization then waf¬ 
fles even further on the issue: 
“We continue to have many 
of the concerns we have had 
historically. We also recognize 
the potential benefit,” the doc¬ 
ument states equivocally. “At 
this time, AIDS Action nei¬ 
ther opposes nor endorses the 
concept of home collection 
kits.” 

The remainder of the doc¬ 
ument details nine points 
“that must be addressed when 
evaluating any particular 
home collection kit product” 
as the principles by which it 
will develop a position. The 
points concern issues of 
anonymity, counseling, label¬ 
ing, and confidentiality. 

Most experts believe that 
anonymity and confidentiality 
are key to the integrity of 
HIV testing. Current pro¬ 
grams have ensured that by 
developing procedures that 
identify clients only by code 
numbers, rather than by 


name, and often by requiring 
the client to return in person 
to get test results. Direct Ac¬ 
cess would adapt those princi¬ 
ples. 

However, telephone tech¬ 
nology such as “Caller ID” 
now available to subscribers, 
and the fact that computers 
already track and record all 
calls to 800 numbers, hold the 
potential for either commer¬ 
cial or government interests 
to easily match those cap¬ 
tured numbers with tele¬ 
phone subscriber lists, de¬ 
stroying the principal of 
anonymity. 

This concerns care 
providers and civil libertari¬ 
ans because of its potential 
for intrusion and also for 
misidentification by third par¬ 
ties (The person making the 
call may not be the one in 
whose name the telephone 
service is registered). 

It also increases the possi¬ 
bility of abuse, or misuse by a 
third party. An employer, 
business partner, or lover 
could take a blood sample, ei¬ 
ther surreptitiously or under 
false pretenses, turn it in, and 
get results, without even 
telling the person who has 
been tested. The current sys¬ 
tem relies upon the profes¬ 
sional integrity of the medical 
community to take the blood 
sample and report test results 
only to the individual being 
tested. 

Money is a large, unspo¬ 
ken factor underlying this de¬ 
bate over Direct Access. Diag¬ 
nostics is clear: it hope to 
make money selling millions 
of kits a year. 

But many AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations also have a mone¬ 
tary stake in home testing. 
Testing and counseling is of¬ 
ten a significant part of the 
services they now offer. And 
that means money, money 
raised from the private sector 
or in the form of government 
contracts. One assumes they 
would not like to see their 
clienteles, and future dollars, 
diverted to a mail order 
provider. 

If anything has been estab¬ 
lished after the debate that 
the Clintons began many 
months ago, it’s that it is im¬ 
possible to establish a consen¬ 
sus on what is the best health 
policy decision for the nation. 
Certainly the same principle, 
is true when speaking of 
home HIV testing. All that is 
certain is that once the genie 
of home testing is out of the 
bottle, it will be difficult if 
not impossible to get it back 
in.

The Late Rob Roberts Was a Hero for Our Time 

An Ordinary Extraordinary Man

Rob Roberts was, mostly, 
an ordinary guy; only his 6’5” 
frame made people notice 
him, literally head and shoul¬ 
ders above the crowd. He 
walked through his days as 
an average person, if your 
definition of that would in¬ 
clude a moderately successful 
young white gay man. And 
Roberts was comfortable be¬ 
ing ave -age, until the day he 
became a hero and an exam¬ 
ple that anyone, however or¬ 
dinary, can make a difference. 

That fateful day started 
out like many others: he had 
been asked by his boss at the 
entertainment industry trade 
paper Daily Variety —where 
he worked as a production as¬ 
sistant and occasional writer— 
to go to an Earthwalk on Va¬ 
riety’s behalf. Each sponsor 
group had something to say — 
including the Boy Scouts. 
When his turn came to speak, 
Roberts chastised them for 
their expressed policy of ex¬ 
cluding homosexuals. 

Although he said he was 
for Variety, the incident landed 
him in hot water at work, and 
things got even hotter when he 
was passed over for an ex¬ 
pected promotion and com¬ 
plained to his boss. But the 
boiling point was reached 
when him immediate manager 
demanded Roberts remove 
Queer Nation stickers from his 
desk, and he refused. 

Meanwhile, the stress took 
a severe toll on his health, 
and his T-Cell count fell dra¬ 
matically. His doctor ordered 
him to take time off on dis¬ 
ability. He suddenly had time 
on his hands. 

Looking around for what 
he could do to further the 
cause of queer rights, he con¬ 
ceived the idea of a hunger 
strike to try to pressure Gov¬ 
ernor Pete Wilson to sign AB 
101, the hard-won bill that 
had become known as the gay 
civil rights bill. 

With the assistance of the 
City of West Hollywood, he 
set up an encampment on the 
corner of Santa Monica Boul¬ 
evard and Crescent Heights, 
and called it Queer Village. 
His strike attracted support, 
including visits from AIDS 
activist Wayne Karr, whose 
1988 hunger strike over AIDS 
was the model for Robert’s 
non-violent protest. ACT UP 
“AIDS Diva” Connie Norman 
also lent encouragement, as 
did Queer National Richard 
Gray, who became Roberts’s 
constant companion, and 
eventually his lover. 

Not everyone believed 
Queer Village was a good 
idea. So many lesbians and 
gays had contributed money 
to Wilson’s election campaign 
that his support of the bill 
was still widely presumed, 
and some privately believed 
Roberts was either non-pro¬ 
ductive or counter-productive. 

Wilson, however, shocked 
supporters by refusing to sign 
AB 101. And in the wake of 
his veto, hurt and angry les¬ 
bians, gays, and supporters 
descended on Queer Village 
as a safe place to gather and 
vent Wilson’s sanction of offi¬ 
cial discrimination. The en¬ 
campment also became the 
first launching site for five 
nights of protest, and was ar¬ 
guably the one thing that 
made the Los Angeles re- 
spon c Wn-.on’s -• non the 


angriest and most pho¬ 
tographed in the state. 
Roberts became an instant 
folk hero and an angry articu¬ 
late spokesperson, since he 
had concretely put his life on 
the line for the cause of queer 
rights. 

After the demonstrations 
died down, Roberts settled 
the burdensome lawsuit—just 
to get it over with, he said. 
He made several attempts to 
get sober and tried to keep at 
bay the pain that was slowly 
crippling his body. 

But by April 9, when he 
wound up in Century City 
Hospital for the last time, 
Roberts was struggling — not 
only against AIDS but also 
the fear of not having made a 
difference in the world. He 
held tightly to Gray’s love 
and to that of the family and 
friends who surrounded 
them, Roberts’s restless, ac¬ 
tive mind yearned for some 
outlet for one last swipe at 
politics. 

So his friends gave him 


our battle is not against ho¬ 
mophobes. Our battle is 
against sexism in our society. 
If we could stop that we 
could stop homophobia. 

“My last words? Pay atten¬ 
tion to what’s really killing 
our community as a whole. 
It’s sexism. Sexism is the 


worst thing that attacks our 
community — both gay and 
straight. 

“The thing about activism 
is that you never really know 
what the next step is going to 
be. But you take it.”

one. Sitting up in bed, his en¬ 
ergy increasing with political 
anger and the deliberation of 
being precise, he railed 
against the evil that saps the 
energy — and life — out of 
queers.

William Bailey of NGLTF 
Dies of AIDS Complications

William A. “Bill” Bailey, a 
longtime advocate on behalf 
of AIDS and gay/lesbian is¬ 
sues, died Saturday, April 23, 
of AIDS-related complications 
at the age of 34; he was on 
the board of directors and the 
strategic planning committee 
of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force. 

Bailey, a resident of Re- 
ston, Virginia who served as a 
legislative and federal affairs 
officer for the American Psy¬ 
chological Association (APA) 
in Washington, D.C. since 
1986, was committed to HIV 
prevention and mental health 
services for persons affected 
by AIDS. He was founder 
and co-chair of the political 
coalition National Organiza¬ 
tions Responding to AIDS 
(NORA), and the Coalition for 
AIDS Prevention and Educa¬ 
tion (CAPE). 

Bailey, whose efforts on 
behalf of AIDS causes began 
when he was a volunteer 
“buddy” to persons with 
AIDS as part of the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic’s AIDS services 
in Washington, lobbied on be¬ 
half of the APA to keep 
AIDS mental health services 
and behavioral research at the 
forefront of AIDS-related 
public policy. He played a 
key role in ensuring the inclu¬ 
sion of mental health services 
in the Ryan White CARE Act 
of 1990. 

Bailey managed the devel¬ 
opment of a major behavioral 
science report for the Nation¬ 
al Commission on AIDS; he 
helped plan an APA AIDS 
educational initiative; he ex¬ 
erted strong influence on the 
AIDS community prevention 
programs supported by the 
Centers for Disease Control; 
and he had a crucial part in 
the development of the re¬ 
cently announced HIV/AIDS 
Mental Health Services 
Demonstration Program, co¬ 
sponsored by the federal Sub¬ 
stance Abuse and Mental

belt, and told Caplan to gath¬ 
er his possessions. 

“But what about the dogs?” 
Caplan whispered desperately 
to Weinberg. 

Weinberg asked the judge 
to order a couple of phone 
calls for Caplan. She agreed 
and went to lunch, her morn¬ 
ing’s work complete. 

Gyemant’s clerk ordered 
the courtroom cleared and 
got fairly pushy when re¬ 
porters stalled, wanting a col¬ 
orful peg to hang the story on 
and waiting to watch the 
bailiff escort Caplan out of 
the court, perhaps even in 
handcuffs. 

“The courtroom is closed. 
Leave the court,” he ordered, 
coming from behind the rail 
and escorting the non-initiates 
out as Caplan sat at the table. 

The door to Gyemant’s 
court closed and so, for a mo¬ 
ment it seemed, had the long, 
sad, crazy story: Walter Ca¬ 
plan was finally off to state 
prison. 

But Caplan walked out of 
the court room an hour later, 
a free man. 

Between the time Gye- 
mant ordered Caplan remand¬ 
ed without bail, and the time 
it took this reporter to get 
back to the office from the 
Hall of Justice, the judge had 
changed her mind and or¬ 
dered Caplan released on 
bail. A hearing on whether 
she should continue bail, 
pending Caplan’s appeal, will 


be held at 9 a.m on May 6. 

Although several court ob¬ 
servers wondered why Gye- 
mant changed her mind, she 
doesn’t have to say why. Nor 
has she indicated such a reve¬ 
lation is likely. 

Speculation throughout the 
Hall of Justice about Gye¬ 
mant’s decision ranges from 
sympathy for the dogs, fear 
that she could be reversed on 
appeal for an incorrect ruling 

— to jibes that Weinberg 
shamed or embarrassed her 
into the order. 

Weinberg is appealing Ca¬ 
plan’s conviction, he says, be¬ 
cause — among other reasons 

— the search warrant used 
when Caplan was arrested 
was overly broad, and issued 
without probable cause. Also, 
he contends, much of the evi¬ 
dence admitted in court 
shouldn’t have been allowed. 

“I don’t think the govern¬ 
ment did anything intention¬ 
ally unjust or unfair,” he said. 
“I think the problem is the 
way the government ap¬ 
proached the case. They start¬ 
ed from the consideration 
that Walter was a bad man, 
who had failed as a lawyer, 
who was unethical as a 
lawyer and disregarded the 
State Bar and its rulings, and 
therefore that everything he 
did was suspect.” 

Weinberg said there’s a 
“decent chance” that Caplan’s 
convictions will be reversed 
upon appeal — which he says 
will take at least a year — and 
that his client should not be 
sitting in prison during that 
time. ▼

Paradise Hawaiian Style

T he struggle for gay 
marriages continues 
to convulse Hawaii’s 
legislature and courts. 
The fact that the state consti¬ 
tution bans discrimination left 
an opening for local queers to 
demand that our unions (holy 
or otherwise) be recognized. 
Two couples (one gay, one 
lesbian) sued, and an appeals 
court ruled the state may only 
discriminate when it has a 
clear, compelling interest to 
do so. Reactionary ravings of 
demented Christian fundies 
aside, there are obviously no 
such compelling interests, and 
judged purely on its legal 
merits, the demand for recog¬ 
nition of gay relationships in 
Hawaii is so strong that it 
seemed certain to prevail. 

The state legislature, in a 
panic, rushed to try to plug 
the loophole. They can’t 
change the state constitution, 
so they tried passing a law 
that defines marriage as a 
union between a man and a 
woman. This is a cute touch 
and an interesting legislative 
foray into linguistics, but it’s 
unlikely to derail the legal ar¬ 
guments of the gay unionists. 

The fundamentalists have 
mobilized nationally, attempt¬ 
ing to bully Hawa ; i into com¬ 
pliance by threatening to call 
for a boycott of the state if it 
allows gay marriages. They 
slyly insinuate that tourists 
will avoid the onetime par¬ 
adise if they learn it’s been 
overrun by perverts. This is 
hogwash: everyone knows 
that fundies spend what pen¬ 
nies they haven’t sent to their 
TV gurus on vacation Bible 
school and religious theme 
parks, not on trips to Hawaii. 
A more likely outcome of gay 
marriage recognition there 
would be the overnight explo¬ 
sion of a lucrative gay honey¬ 
moon market. 

Underlying the complicat¬ 
ed legal and legislative ma¬ 
neuvering is the broad, if low- 
key, support of gays by the 
vast majority of Hawaiians. 
The island culture strongly 
nurtures a relaxed “live and 
let live” attitude, and there is 
no support for organized dis¬ 
crimination against gays. Nor 
are the Hawaiians receptive 
to having their local laws dic¬ 
tated by mainland missionar¬ 
ies (the modern-day descen¬ 
dants of those who destabi¬ 
lized and overthrew Hawaii’s 
indigenous government at the 
turn of the century). 

A cumbersome compro¬ 
mise appears to be in the 


works. The state will definite¬ 
ly not recognize gay “mar¬ 
riages,” but it will instead es¬ 
tablish far-reaching “domestic 
partner” benefits that will 
amount to the equivalent of 
marriage. This will keep 
Hawaii off the hook as far as 
the rest of the country goes; 
mainlanders won’t have to 
worry about being forced to 
recognize gay Hawaiian mar¬ 
riages. But it will also allow 
gays and lesbians who are 
residents of Hawaii to have 
almost full marriage benefits 
— in any case, close enough to 
defeat any discrimination law¬ 
suits. 


Call it a draw or perhaps a 



technical victory on points. 
Goddess knows that even 
these are rare enough nowa¬ 
days; consider the opposite 
side of the country. 

Classic bashing 

A gay man was brutally 
beaten to death in a small 
Pennsylvania town by a 
teenager who claimed that his 
victim had “pinched his ass.” 
If everyone who pinched an 
ass at the infamous “Tailhook-

ers” convention were put to 
death, the U.S. wouldn’t have 
any naval aviators left (which 
might not be such a bad 
thing). The troubled teen who 
fatally “defended” himself is 
6’2” and weighs in at around 
250 pounds; his victim was 
5’8” and 150 pounds, and ex¬ 
tremely drunk. 

The case gained local noto¬ 
riety because the gay man 
was well-known and well- 
liked in the community. A fa¬ 
mous pianist in New York 
City, he’d returned to his 
hometown to look after his 
ailing mother. Apparently he 
was bored silly, drank to re¬ 
lieve that condition, and got 
flirtatious when he was sot¬ 
ted. Most people understood 
and tolerated his dilemma, 


but the killer was, it seems, 
looking for someone he could 
get away with trashing. 

It’s not surprising that he 
settled on the town fag for his 
target. The “homosexual pan¬ 
ic defense” is the classic cry 
of the queer bashers: merely 
making a pass at a straight 
boy is assumed to be a capital 
offense. 

However, it seems to have 
lost some of its traditional im¬ 
pact in this case. The basher 
is being charged with 
manslaughter, and there is 
much public hand wringing 
over the incident. But if the 
victim had been less promi¬ 
nent and less visible, the 
whole thing might have 
passed unnoticed, like the 
vast majority of such cases. 

Elation of liberation 

While the seesaw struggles 
continue in the U.S., there 
has been at least one promis¬ 
ing development overseas. 
The new South African con¬ 
stitution, just come into effect, 
bans discrimination on the ba¬ 
sis of sexual orientation. As 
far as I can tell, this is the 
first time any nation has done 
so. 

Deep down in the boiler¬ 
plate of the document, in the 
long listing of “thou shalt not” 
discriminate categories, some¬ 
one slipped in “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” among the protected 
groups. It’s not clear who did 
this, or how such a liberal 
sentiment got into print, but 
there it is. African national¬ 
ists, as a group, are not noted 
for their gay liberationist sen¬ 
timents, but perhaps the ela¬ 
tion of liberation and the eu¬ 
phoria of the first free 
elections in that nation’s histo¬ 
ry prompted the framers of 
the constitution to grant free¬ 
doms with a generous hand. 

It may be a while before 
the South African gay com¬ 
munity gets around to orga¬ 
nizing seriously; the country 
is going through so many 
changes so fast that they’ll 
have to wait for the dust to 
settle first. But when it does, 
they may find their task made 
immeasurably easier by that 
Hawaiian-style loophole: a 
guarantee in the constitution. 

Can it be that the world is 
moving toward recognizing 
that basic human rights are, 
and should be, immutable 
and not subject to the whims 
of legislation or polls? They 
seem to know it in South 
Africa and Hawaii. How long 
before this awareness perco¬ 
lates to Pennsylvania and the 
rest of the “heartland?” ▼

HARLINGEN, TEXAS (UPI) - A Texas 
high school football coach has said he is willing 
to take the caning punishment of an Ohio 
teenager in Singapore — but only if the youth 
will watch the bloody battering of his bare 
butt. 

Daniel Vogler, who is freshman football 
coach at Harlingen High School South, said he 
wrote the White House in a registered letter 
April 14, offering to take the punishment for 
Michael P. Fay, 18, but he has received no re¬ 
sponse. 

Vogler, a former Marine and Vietnam vet¬ 
eran, said he made the offer because of his re¬ 
ligious beliefs and responsibility as an educa¬ 
tor. 

“I’m in education,” he told KRLD in Dallas. 
“We in education seem to sit up front and 
youngsters listen to us every day but they don’t

Fay has been sentenced to receive six lashes 
on his bare buttocks with a rattan cane after 
pleading guilty to vandalism. U.S. officials, in¬ 
cluding President Clinton, have pleaded for 
Fay’s pardon, saying it is not fair to inflict such 
cruel punishment on an American citizen.

provides original choreogra¬ 
phy never seen in the film);

But I’d just moved to 
San Francisco and I fell in 
love with the mid ’60s, or at 
least a fantasy world of that 
era reconstructed from TV 
and movies, when they were 
clean-cut and shallow, all 
manic and happy-go-lucky.” 

But Orloff is not alone in 
his purple-and-green passion 
for things Sixty-ish.

It starred Roddy 
McDowell, plus The Leaves, 
Glenn Campbell, Phil Harris 
(of “Smoke, Smoke, Smoke 
That Cigarette” fame) and the 
inimitable Mrs. Miller. 

The plot? That’s easy. Hal- 
lie, girl go-go dancer on TV’s 


“Whiz-Bam” flips out on cam¬ 
era, thus inventing a new 
dance hit called “The 
Tantrum.” She then falls for 
over-the-hill blond crooner 
Cliff in Palm Springs. They 
get adopted by neurotic star- 
maker Tony Crum, make it 
big in The Valley and drive 
away in a sports car. 

This is perfect fodder for 
The Sick and Twisted Play¬ 
ers, who brought us Carrie a 
couple of years ago and the 
perfectly revolting The Exor¬ 
cist: A Dance Macabre. “It’s 
the first non-horror show 
we’ve ever done,” grins pro¬ 
ducer Tony Vaguely, “the 
first time half the cast doesn’t 
get killed, and the audience 
doesn’t need a trash bag to 
protect itself from the gore.” 

What? Not a horror show? 
Even though the movie 
starred Roddy McDowell as 
Crum? Vaguely’s feelings 
seemed hurt. “I only agreed 
to produce it if I got to play 
that part.”

John Preston Dies

B ooks are one of the 
principal ways we 
create our contempo¬ 
rary gay world. One 
of the giants who helped cre¬ 
ate that world is now dead. 
John Preston, writer, editor, 
thinker, succumbed to AIDS 
at his home in Portland, 
Maine, April 28. He was 48. 

Preston’s work as editor 
included stints at Drummer 
and The Advocate, in the 
’70s, where he was instrumen¬ 
tal in upgrading the writing 
and presentation of those 
magazines. 

Mr. Benson, the 
quintessential S & M novel, 
was written as a series of 
magazine short stories. The 
response it drew from readers 
was so great that it was pub¬ 
lished in book form in 1983. It 
became an instant cult classic. 
Pornographic fiction was a 
mainstay of his writing ca¬ 
reer. 

The Mission of Alex Kane, 
launched in 1984, became so 
popular that six volumes of 
the mystery series poured out 
over the next four years. But 
Preston found he couldn’t 


make a decent living writing 
for a gay audience. Most of 
the time he was busy crank¬ 
ing out hetero action-adven¬ 
ture books under the name 
Mike McCray and other 
pseudonyms. 

Preston’s HIV diagnosis in 
1987 sent him into a deep de¬ 
pression. But it was produc¬ 
tive as it spawned not only

Preston’s My Life as a 
Pornographer & Other Inde¬ 
cent Acts was released last 
fall. The title is taken from a 
lecture he delivered at Har¬ 
vard University. He described 
the collection of essays as “An 
attempt to show why I think 
it’s (pornography) important, 
why it’s worth looking at, and 
why — at least sometimes — 
it’s very funny.” He states a 
positive, eloquent case for 
both sex and pornography. 

Less well known was the 
assistance Preston gave to 
other gay and lesbian writers. 
He had a great understanding 
of how the publishing busi¬ 
ness operates, due to his work 
with the National Writer’s 
Union and, ironically, his suc¬ 
cess at writing those straight 
adventure novels. He acted as 
a bridge, passing this informa¬ 
tion on to other authors, both 
directly and through his regu¬ 
lar column in the Lambda 
Book Report.

It was a short period in 
our history. But it was a bril¬ 
liant flowering of gay con¬ 
sciousness, from a rare group 
of people who lived their pol¬ 
itics as art. And if the shows 
weren’t always so great they 
frequently did make a lasting 
impression. Stand outs among 
these pioneering, bizarre char¬ 
acters were the talented 
Sylvester, the outrageously 
creative Pristine Condition 
and Goldie Glitters, the sweet 
musicality of Kreemah Ritz 
and resident composer 
Skrumbly — and, of course, 
the imperishable glamour of 
John Rothermel. 

I don’t know where 
Rothermel came from, but I 
do know where he went — to 
New York, naturally, where 
he appraised and catalogued 
items for auction houses, and 
refused almost all requests to 
perform. But the before and 
after of John’s life are irrele¬ 
vant next to his glory time, 
those few precious years 
when he blazed into our 
hearts, and set a standard of 
talent, beauty, and originality 
few queens since have been 
able to match. 

Peter Mintun was 
John’s pianist before he be¬ 
came society’s. Last week Pe¬ 
ter recalled John’s exquisite 
taste: “He chose songs that 
were marvelous, and had 
been underdone. His stage 
set was impeccable — simply a 
chrome chair, a matching 
cocktail table, and an ashtray. 
And he had such an original 
way of performing, with a 
mastery of innuendo and nu¬ 
ance that was so sly.” 

Even greater was 
John’s charisma. For, though 
his voice was comfortingly 
warm, he did not have the 
greatest instrument. But 
when he sang, audiences 
were transported — to night¬ 
clubs of legerdemain, to 
nights of tropical splendor, 
where, down by the shore, or¬ 
chestras were playing.

Rememberingjohn Rothermel 

Star Among Stars

G ay people bandy 
about the adjective 
“divine” so loosely 
today that the word 
has all but lost its meaning. 
And now, sadly, the standard 
against which the description 
must be judged — the eternal¬ 
ly divine performer John 
Rothermel — has died. Her 
three year struggle with 
AIDS ended in New York on 
April 21 at the age of 46. 

John was one of the 
Cockettes — a theatrical ACT- 
UP troupe of its day. In a 
couple of quick years, 1969 to 
1972, the Cockettes trans¬ 
formed gay identity with 
their gender-bending routines, 
and presented a thrilling, 
drug-induced, semi-naked 
(and thoroughly raucous) se¬ 
ries of vaudeville musicals 
they called “Nocturnal Dream 
Shows” at the Palace Theatre. 
These weren’t at all like the 
endless parade of regurgitat¬ 
ed old movies we’re accus¬ 
tomed to today, slavishly 
recreated in all their vapidity, 
but original scripts with orig¬ 
inal songs performed by 
queens who really were orig¬ 
inals. An exhilarating prod¬ 
uct of their time, the Cockette 
shows would be ahead of 
their time even today. 


was exquisite,” his Cockette 
stage partner Skrumbly told 
me. “His shows were full of 
sophisticated torch songs, 


His stage set 
was simple: a 
chrome chair, 
a matching 
cocktail table, 
and an 
ashtray. 


sometimes grouped around 
Moon Songs or Cigarette 
Songs. Every number was a 
standout. Strange, though, 
Scrumbly recalled. “Some¬ 
how, when he performed as 
a man, he was singing flat. 
His persona only worked in 


drag, where he inhabited a 
song so completely.” 

A lot of that was due 
to John’s incredible charisma, 
which transported him as 
well as his audience. But 
Kreemah Ritz, who sang 
Jeanette to Scrumbly’s Nel¬ 
son, credits John’s talent in 
tandem with his charisma. 
“He was an incredible talent — 
catching the true spirit of 
lyrics, and yet reading things 
into them to make them inti¬ 
mate.” 

For no other Cockette 
was as intimate as John. 
That’s why we remember his 
graciousness in opening his 
gown to reveal his penis, be¬ 
jewelled with rhinestones. 
Gender-fuck they called it: 
the Cockettes were the first 
queens to insist on being 
men. And they let it show, 
with chest hair, beards and 
balls complementing their 
headdresses and gowns. John 
never wore falsies, and most 
of the time, you could see his 
cock, flirting through the 
transparent gauze of his 
gown. With John even that 
was glamorous. 

Once, beginning a show of 
torch songs, John announced, 
“It’s the Cafe of Regrets!” 
Now that he’s gone, it’s eter¬ 
nally the cafe of regrets. ▼

Loscavioand Randazzo Debut in 'Romeo' 

Made In Heaven

F or some observers, 
this one included, the 
San Francisco Bal¬ 
let’s 61st repertory 
season didn’t really begin un¬ 
til last Wednesday night 
(April 27) when the compa¬ 
ny’s preeminent principal 
couple, Elizabeth Loscavio 


and Anthony Randazzo, final¬ 
ly made their debut as the 
star-crossed lovers in Helgi 
Tomasson’s staging of Romeo 
and Juliet. 

It was one of those rare 
evenings when all factors, 
artistic and cosmological, 
combined for an experience 
of great dancing and even 
greater theatrical passion.

Randazzo, in particular, is the 
most compelling Romeo seen 
to date. He knows how to 
act, he knows how to kiss 
(forceful, yet never rushed) 
and, most importantly, he 
dances with effortless clarity 
and strength. Similarly, 
Loscavio portrays a delicate, 
almost childlike Juliet at the 
ballet’s beginning, a giddy 
teenager who, when trans¬ 
formed by sexual love, 
emerges as a resilient young 
woman. 

Wednesday’s performance 
was especially satisfying be¬ 
cause the principal dancers 
demonstrated a new-found 
purpose in Tomasson’s chore¬ 
ography. When danced by 
previous casts, the difficult 
lifts have looked awkward 
and unappealing. But Ran¬ 
dazzo and Loscavio seemed 
fully at ease, for example, 
when executing a remarkably 
tricky, back-to-back turn in 
the balcony pas de deux. In 
addition, their partnering of¬ 
ten revealed a distinctive cen¬ 
tral image in Tomasson’s 
movement for this ballet: a 
lovely, slowly turning wind¬ 
mill form. 

The other key contributors 
to Wednesday night’s success 
were Ashley Wheater’s ele¬ 
gant, restrained Paris; Jais Zi- 
noun’s fury-driven Tybalt; 
and Christopher Stowell’s 
mostly charming, highly com¬ 
ic Mercutio. 

But problems with Jens-Ja- 
cob Worsaae’s staging persist: 
in the marketplace, the 
bouncing bridge unnecessari¬ 
ly complicates the line of fo¬ 
cus while simultaneously 
pushing the action too far 
back on the stage. And why 
does the concluding tomb 
scene feature not one or two 
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sarcophagi, but five? Some 
judicious scenic editing would 
greatly improve this produc¬ 
tion’s narrative coherence. 

Nevertheless, Wednesday’s 
Romeo was a triumph be¬ 
cause the casting produced 


such a heavenly marriage of 
dance technique and dramatic 
skill. To put it simply, and 
gladly, Randazzo and Loscav- 
io have emerged as the first 
great stars of the Tomasson 
era at the San Francisco Bal¬ 
let. ▼ 


SFB Announces Ambitious New Season 

Glad Tidings

J ust when I was ready to la¬ 
ment the recently ended, 
and generally lackluster, 
season at San Francisco 
Ballet, Artistic Director 
Helgi Tomasson announced at 
a press conference last week a 
remarkably appealing sched¬ 
ule for next year’s perfor¬ 
mances. Also, and in the final 
week of the current repertory, 
the company presented an ab¬ 
solutely radiant new cast in 
Romeo and Juliet (see attached 
story). It now seems that the 
SFB’s steady rise in artistic 
stature will continue unabated. 

For starters, next year’s 
programming addresses the 
need for better choreography 
and, in particular, new chore¬ 
ography by artists who under¬ 
stand the language of ballet. 
There is every reason to re¬ 
joice in the announcement of 
new ballets by James Kudel- 
ka, David Bintley, Val Cani- 
paroli and Mark Morris. Each 
of these choreographers is a 
serious, engaging talent in the 
ballet world. 

Second, the new season 
line-up is especially creative 
in terms of developing new

work. Tomasson has an¬ 
nounced a special, six-day in¬ 
ternational festival called 
“United We Dance,” May 9- 
14, 1995, commemorating the 
50th anniversary of the sign¬ 
ing of the United Nations’ 
Charter in San Francisco. 
The invited guests include 
dancers from the Kirov and 
Bolshoi ballets, the Shanghai 
Ballet, the Dutch National 
Ballet, the Australian Ballet, 
Ballet Nacional de Cuba, the 
National Ballet of Caracas 
(Venezuela), and Rambert 
Dance Company (Great 
Britain). In addition, Paris 
Opera Ballet, the National 
Ballet of Canada, and the 
Royal Danish Ballet may also 
participate. 

What’s inspiring about 
Tomasson’s idea is that he’s 
asked each of the participat¬ 
ing companies to present a 
new work, eschewing the tra¬ 
ditional, time-worn gala chest¬ 
nuts. This means local audi¬ 
ences will have the opportuni¬ 
ty to see a dozen new ballets 
within a single week. (SFB 
will present the new Morris 
work as its contribution to 
the Festival.) The U.N. cele- 
bratioh is also an opportunity 


— a collaboration, really, with 
the other companies’ artistic 
directors — to identify signifi¬ 
cant new choreographers 
from around the world. 

Third, it appears SF Ballet 
will boost its principal male 
ranks with the addition of 
David Palmer (formerly with 
the Joffrey Ballet and, most 
recently, Tina LeBlanc’s part¬ 
ner in Tomasson’s Romeo). 
The fates of visiting guests 
Jeremy Collins and Rex Har¬ 
rington remain undecided, ac¬ 
cording to Tomasson. Har¬ 
rington, however, would be 
an especially valuable addi¬ 
tion to the company’s roster 
and the SFB routine might 
help him eliminate those ex¬ 
tra (and annoying) flourishes 
in his dancing. 

Fourth, the company plans 
to inaugurate a limited fall 
season, including one week at 
San Francisco’s Yerba Buena 
Center (October 4-9) and an 
additional week at Flint Cen¬ 
ter, Cupertino (October 12-16). 
This is good news for the Bay 
Area’s ever-hungry ballet fans 
and good news, too, for the 
SFB dancers who desperately 
need more performance op¬ 
portunities between the end 
of the regular season and the 
beginning of Nutcracker in 
December. 

Two caveats 

There are only two major 
problems that the new season 
does not yet address. First, 
there needs to be some struc¬ 
tured context for developing 
new choreographers from 
within the company’s ranks. 
At present, as Tomasson ex¬ 
plained, there are no plans for 
a choreographers’ workshop, 
due to limited financial re¬ 
sources and scheduling con¬ 
straints. 

Furthermore, more oppor¬ 
tunities are needed for tour¬ 
ing, as this builds audiences 
and develops seasoned per¬ 
formers. Arthur Jacobus, 
SFB’s executive director, 
promises considerably more 
touring in 1996-97 when the 
Opera House closes for seis¬ 
mic upgrading. But it re¬ 
mains to be seen, however, 
whether SFB will form a spe¬ 
cial “ensemble” touring 
group, which would encour¬ 
age reduced costs and create 
income for the company 

And, finally, there is one 
thing that the present season 
certified without a doubt: Bay 
Area ballet audiences (like the 
nation at large) love the full- 
length works. According to a 
company spokesperson, sales 
from the Tomasson Romeo 
have been especially gratify¬ 
ing, explaining, in part, why 
next year’s repertory will in¬ 
clude a reprise of both 
Romeo and The Sleeping 
Beauty. This, of course, leads 
one to wonder: once the com¬ 
pany returns to the Opera 
House, why not consider pre¬ 
senting Giselle or August 
Bournonville’s full-length 
masterpiece Napoli? Both 
ballets would contribute sig¬ 
nificantly to the company’s in¬ 
creasingly rich artistic re¬ 
serves. ▼

King Missile's Chris Xefos 

Xefos Bears All

C hris Xefos, King Mis¬ 
sile’s bassist/key¬ 
boardist may be the 
most out queer in all 
of major-label rock ‘n’ roll. 
While many gay performers 
have bared their souls about 
their sexuality recently-Melis- 
sa Etheridge, Faith No 
More’s Roddy Bottum, those 
tiresome Indigo Girls, but Xe¬ 
fos went one better. He bared 
his plump, hairy ass. 

Xefos stripped last year for 
Bear, the magazine for 
stocky, hirsute men and their 
admirers. The requisitely 
stocky and hirsute Xefos pro¬ 
posed the spread during what 
he calls a pilgrimage to the 
San Francisco offices of his 
favorite porn rag a few years 
ago. “I met with Bear’s editor 
and told him posing for the 
magazine had been kind of a 
fantasy of mine,” Xefos told 
me in a recent telephone in¬ 
terview from a King Missile 
tour stop in New York. “And 
he said, Great!”’ 

Doffing it all was a fairly 
bold move for a member of a 
band that had a record, Hap¬ 
py Hour, at the top of the 
college radio charts at the 
time. But, then, Xefos has 
never been less than upfront 
about being queer during his 
four years with his Atlantic-la- 
bel band. “My coming out ac¬ 
tually happened simultane¬ 
ously to my joining King Mis¬ 
sile,” Xefos said. In a kind of 
unofficial coming out state¬ 
ment, he donned a cap adver¬ 
tising— you guessed it —Bear 
magazine in one of his first 
videos with King Missile, 
1991’s “My Heart is a Flow¬ 
er.” 

Steadfast audience 

Xefos has never said or 
done anything as an out musi¬ 
cian — not even appearing in a 


magazine stroking his dick — 
that he feared would alienate 
King Missile’s audience, 
which he feels is one of the 
smartest and most liberal 
around. He may be biased, 
but it’s true that fans of the 
band’s witty, literate and 
wildly idiosyncratic songs are 
a rarefied bunch. These are 
listeners who can appreciate a 
band that’s been known to 
mix jazz, rock and art noise 
with references to Joseph 
Papp and nipple clamps all in

But the demographics of 
King Missile’s audience began 
to change last year when the 
band had a huge 
alternative/college radio hit, 
“Detachable Penis,” a song 
about a guy who’s misplaced 
his member. This track made 
the band the darling of frat 
boys and obnoxious morning 
radio deejays all over the 
country. These days, the band 
plays the cut early in its set to 
avoid having some fuckhead 
spoil the show by yelling, 


Star Turn for Tom 


L ocal comedian Tom 
Ammiano is current¬ 
ly starring in Eli 
Blair’s Regular or 
Decaf, a one-man show un¬ 
der the direction of Arturo 
Catricala, at the New Conser¬ 
vatory Theater. 

In Regular or Decaf, Am¬ 
miano plays Louis, a wise¬ 
cracking waiter who works in 
a Miami Beach diner fre¬ 
quented by retirees. Having 
escaped heartache in New 
York City, Louis has run 
away to Florida to start his 
life over. There, he befriends 
Effie, a spunky widow with a 
gay son she hardly knows.

This play is a virtual must 
for Tom Ammiano fans. Com¬ 
mitting his boundless energy 
to Louis, Ammiano gets plen¬ 
ty of opportunities to exercise 
his wit and sarcasm.

Louis is sometimes overcome 
with his own pain and here 
Ammiano’s sighs are as mov¬ 
ing as his barbs are funny. 
Still, all that energy requires 
an outlet. Blair’s script and 
Catricala’s direction give Am¬ 
miano opportunity to exercise 
it. 

Regular or Decaf was pro¬ 
duced by the New Conserva¬ 
tory Theater after it was se¬ 


lected by Restless Pens, a 
new San Francisco-based les¬ 
bian and gay playwright’s fes¬ 
tival, for a staged reading last 
month. 

Fifty plays were submitted 
to Restless Pens, whose seven 
judges chose two plays for 
readings, Blair’s Regular or 
Decaf and Terry Baum’s 
Enid’s Fly Trap. 

“The aim of Restless 
Pens,” said William Holst, 
playwright and co-founder, “is 
to provide a secure founda¬ 
tion to support the develop¬ 
ment of Bay Area gay and les¬ 
bian talent, to nurture the 
young voice and to establish a 
vibrant meeting ground 
where the community can 
participate in the artistic pro¬ 
cess.”

Sardonic wit 

There are no dick jokes to 
be had on King Missile’s re¬ 
cent self-titled release, a disc 
less laugh-filled than any of 
the band’s previous five 
records. The humor that is

S. Hall relates homicidal 
thoughts in a chillingly con¬ 
versational way. His halting, 


unemotional delivery sounds 
a lot like Jeffrey Dahmer’s in 
his recent TV interview, 
which I’m sure Hall would 
take as a compliment. 

Hall’s lyrics are so good 
that the music of Xefos, gui¬ 
tarist Dave Rick and drum¬ 
mer Roger Murdock is some¬ 
times overlooked.

Courtney Love Shines 

Hole In One

W hen Justin Bond 
told me recently 
that she was do¬ 
ing a song off the 
new Hole album I knew 
something was up. “The 
record is like a total encapsu¬ 
lation of the drag queen sensi¬ 
bility,” Justin told me. “Court¬ 
ney Love’s lyrics are really 
confrontational and so is 
drag.” 

Justin has a point. A self- 
professed fag hag, Courtney 
Love was practically raised 
by drag queens during her 
teenage years, which certainly 
makes perfect sense given her 
shameless spotlight- monger- 
ing and outspoken antics. 
Ever since her tumultuous 


marriage to the late Kurt 
Cobain, Love has been put 
through the wringer. Accused 
by the media for everything 
from manipulating Nirvana, 
to shooting heroin while preg¬ 
nant, Love has captured more 
attention for her gutsy, in- 
your-face, off-stage stunts than 
for her gutsy, in-your-face mu¬ 
sic. And that’s unfortunate be¬ 
cause it’s drawn attention 
away from the woman’s true 
talent. 

But like any aging drag 
queen, Love is a survivor. 
And Hole’s new record — 
their first since the gritty de¬ 
but record, Pretty On The 
Inside — puts the focus on 
Courtney back where it be¬ 
longs. This is the record I was 
hoping she’d make — the one 
to throw in the faces of all 
those who slagged her off as a

talentless bitch. People may 
still think she’s a bitch, but on 
Live Through This, her tal¬ 
ent is undeniable. 

Of course, she’s not doing 
it all alone. Hole is not just 
Courtney Love but three oth¬ 
er talented musicians: Eric 
Erlandson, whose guitar 
work sounds sharper than 
ever; dyke Patti Schemel on 
drums; and bi-girl Kristin 
Pfaff on bass. Together they 
make a sound that is tight 
and polished. 

Did I say polished? Believe 
it. Gone is the messy, grungy 
style of their first album. In 
its place is something more 
accessible, but don’t let that 
give you the wrong idea. This 
is still powerful, aggressive 
music — see-sawing from pop¬ 
py sing-song melodies to blis¬ 
tering shrieks of rage — often 
in the same verse. Love’s 
voice is a stand-out as it 
moves freely between syrupy 
rasp and full-blown howl, a 
direct reference to her riot gr- 
rrl roots. 

But Hole has gotten to 
damn good to be considered 
riot grrrl, a point made by 
Love clearly on the album’s 
satiric closer, “Rock Star.” 


Taking aim at the musical in¬ 
eptitude and short-sighted 
feminism of Olympia, Wash¬ 
ington’s riot grrrl scene, Love 
screams “What do you do 
with the revolution?” 

But that’s not all she 
screams. Her lyrics are filled 
with stark irony and frighten¬ 
ing imagery, such as the nu¬ 
merous bodily references on 
“Doll Parts” and “Jennifer’s 
Body.” Self-referential barbs 
are also in abundance, as on 
the current single, “Miss 
World,” where she sings, “I 
made my bed, I’ll lie in it, I 
made my bed, I’ll lie in it, I 
made my bed, I’ll die in it.” 

A record this shockingly 
good must come as a disap¬ 
pointment to Love’s detrac¬ 
tors. My only fear is that 
amidst the media flurry sur¬ 
rounding Kurt Cobain’s sui¬ 
cide, this album won’t get the 
recognition it deserves. A 
spring , tour has understand¬ 
ably been canceled, and as of 
now, Hole’s future seems to 
be in question. This is unfor¬ 
tunate, for here, finally, is the 
proof that Courtney Love can 
stand on her own outside the 
shadow of her enigmatic late 
husband. ▼

from the planet Debbie and 
look like green folding lawn 
chairs: “The space aliens told 
him that they were worried 
about being under constant 
surveillance: ‘You think 
there’s no conspiracy?’ Ribsy 
said. ‘They hire people. Iden¬ 
tical twins, drug addicts 
who’ll do anything to get 
their next fix. Dolphins. And 
dogs.” Initially an ominous 
sign of Bert’s own psychic dis¬ 
integration, their appearances 
resolve into silly and campy 
running commentary on 
American culture, to which 
they eventually succumb by 
becoming cocaine addicts. 
The alien sub-plot is the 
weakest link in the narrative 


chain. They do not make an 
appealing conceit, but they do 
take attention away from the 
problems this novel has with 
plot progression. 

Like many first novels, 
StraitjacketandTie promises 
more than it delivers. It is en¬ 
cumbered by structural prob¬ 
lems and suffers from inade¬ 
quate character development. 
Stein’s fiction is vaguely rem¬ 
iniscent of David Leavitt’s 
Lost Language of Cranes, o r 
Michael Chabon’s Mysteries 
of Pittsburgh. But what the 
story lacks in vision, it makes 
up for in heart. 

By the end of the book, 
brother Phillip is incarcerated 
in a mental hospital, the 


aliens pack off for the planet 
Debbie, and Bert begins his 
first adult relationship with a 
man, the intimacies of which 
are only hinted at by Stein. 
Bert’s shame about his broth¬ 
er and his relationship with 
him is the most truthful as¬ 
pect of the book. His exami¬ 
nation of the way mental ill¬ 
ness can tear a family apart is 
also particularly moving. The 
book ends with a very sweet 
childhood memory: Bert 
walks in the path his older 
brother’s footsteps clear in 
the snow during a blizzard in 
New York, demonstrating the 
undeniable debt we owe our 
families in shaping our lives. 
T 
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Bert’s story is one of sex¬ 
ual awakening under intense 
social scrutiny and pressure. 
One of the truly frustrating 
things about the book, and an 
aspect which might make it 
easily dismissable, but appeal¬ 
ing to those just beginning to 
deal with their sexuality, is 
the extreme closetedness of 
the gay characters. They are 
mostly post-collegiate, stupid¬ 
ly affable and ambiguous. 

For instance, Bert develops 
his first crush on a co-worker 
named Patrick. Patrick turns 
out to be a drug addict who 
extorts money from Bert. 
Stein describes a physical en¬ 
counter: “For Bert, sex was 
like truth serum; afterward 
he felt so open, so incapable 
of lying. 

‘I like this even better than 
sex,’ he told Patrick. ‘You 
know, just lying here and 
talking.’ 

‘You’re like a girl,’ Patrick 
said. 

Bert felt as though Patrick 
had just punched him in the 
stomach.” Bert is chronically 
stung by the emotional imma¬ 
turity of the men in his life. 

One of the subtexts of 
Bert’s sexual grappling is his 
fear about his own sanity, 
partially provoked by his 
brother’s paranoid fantasies 
about gay plots to seize pow¬ 
er and take over people’s 
minds. He moves into a tiny, 
dirty apartment in Manhat¬ 
tan, and quickly discovers he 
is situated above a delusional 
neighbor named Jane Alley, 
who nightly screams obsceni¬ 
ties into a central air vent, 
keeping Bert and his neigh¬ 
bors on the verge of sleep- 
starved madness. 

Shortly thereafter, Bert 
encounters the space aliens in 
Central Park. They come 


he sees space aliens. His 
world also seems to be falling 
apart. He has recently gradu¬ 
ated from Princeton and lives 
in Manhattan where he has 
his first menial job, working 
for the New York Depart¬ 
ment of Sewers. He comes 
from a typical middle class 
Jewish family. His mother, 
Evie, swills coffee and studies 
pharmacology in the evenings 
when she’s not typing for ex¬ 
tra cash. His father Joseph is 
kind of a feckless nebbish, 
and his older brother Phillip 
is schizophrenic. 

Eugene Stein’s first novel, 
Straitjacket and Tie, is more 
about coming to terms than it 
is about coming out. It is set 
in mid 1980s New York, and 
AIDS is only a ripple on the 
surface of the narrative wa¬ 
ters. Stein, who is 34, graduat¬ 
ed from Yale University and 
Columbia University’s Gradu-

Mathis got an idea. 

“I thought back to when I 
was coming out in high 
school when I was 16 years 
old, and I thought about how 
important a magazine that 
didn’t exist to the best of my 
knowledge at that time could 
have been,” says Marco, now 
20. “It started to click in my 
head that we needed a maga¬ 


zine out there to get to the 
gay and lesbian youth that 
wasn’t there.” 

Together Marco and Math¬ 
is have produced Y.O.U.T.H. 
magazine, a Washington DC- 
based ‘zine dedicated to 
Young Outspoken Ubiquitous 
Thinking Homos. The bi¬ 
monthly magazine premiered 
in January, and its press run 


of 2000 is distributed through 
gay bookstores nationally and 
subscriptions. In addition to 
news and editorials, the mag¬ 
azine runs columns devoted 
to a wide range of topics: 
sports, religion, communities 
of color, health, and advice. 

Marco, the publisher, 
stresses that resources are 
particularly important for 
young people, who often lack 
both personal support and a 
voice in the larger gay com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re going through addi¬ 
tional struggles more than 
adult gay people,” he says, 
“because a youth in general 
has several support systems, 
family usually being the pri¬ 
mary, schools and their peers. 
It’s not uncommon at all 
when a youth comes out for 
all those support systems to 
fail. For a gay youth, the 
fourth option is the gay com¬ 
munity, and the gay commu¬ 
nity is letting us down. 

“There are a lot of issues 
that the Advocate and other 
magazines just don’t cover,” 
he continues. ‘We are people 
who don’t have our issues 
covered because we don’t 
have access.”

Rick Aguirre agrees com¬ 
pletely. In 1991, Aguirre start¬ 
ed publishing InsideOut Mag¬ 
azine as a four-page newslet¬ 
ter in San Francisco. Today 
the magazine runs 24 pages 
and contains news, opinions, 
profiles, and poetry; its inter¬ 
national distribution totals 
6,500 every quarter. 

Aguirre, 21, is frustrated 
by the lack of coverage grant¬ 
ed to young people in more 
traditional gay publications. 
“The whole issue itself of 
youth rights and our visibility 
in this ‘minority’ community 
as it is in the lesbian and gay 


community is an issue that 
the larger lesbian and gay 
community has not taken on,” 
he says. “But that’s why it’s 
an issue for younger people, 
because we don’t feel we are 
taken seriously, and others 
don’t feel we are visible 
enough, and we basically feel 
ignored.” 

Aguirre says that aside 
from the fear of being per¬ 
ceived as pedophiles, many 
gay adults shy away from 
youth issues because of their 
own personal experiences as 
young people. 

“At least here in San Francis¬ 
co, most people in the queer 
community have moved here 
from somewhere else,” says 
Aguirre, “not only because 
they want to be around peo¬ 
ple like themselves, but to 
kind of forget about what the 
growing up experience was 
like. I think working on youth 
issues brings up really bad 
feelings and memories for a 
lot of people that they’d 
rather not deal with it.” 

Empowerment Times 

But talking about gay 
youth shouldn’t always be a 
downer, at least that’s what 
April Quaker, editor-in-chief 
of Empowerment Times, a 
Los Angeles-based quarterly 
which stresses positive as¬ 
pects of life, will tell you. 

“People talk about youth 
and suicide, and it’s always so 
glum, a really a sad outlook 
on what our future is, and I 
don’t believe that,” says Quak¬ 
er, who is 25 years old. “I be¬ 
lieve it happens, yeah, but I 
believe it happens with 
adults, too, so let’s talk about 
our youth as activists and 
what they can do for one an¬ 
other.” 

Empowerment Times 
concentrates more on young 
people expressing themselves 
than on news or specific 
events. Poetry, advice, letters, 
and feature stories written by 
young people for young peo¬ 
ple make up the bulk of the 
magazine, whose circulation 
of 6000 spans 25 countries. 

“I want our magazine to be 
a free-for-all, a radical venue 
for youth to express them¬ 
selves,” Quaker says. “We are 
finding all these neat and in¬ 
teresting things about gay 
youth that isn’t just general 
news and boring stuff. I really 
want kids to read this and go 
‘Hey, this is kind of cool, this 
is hip.’ Sort of like the Vibe 
of the Queer world.” 

While young people need 
space to discuss youth-specific 
issues like visibility or youth 
rights, many of the issues of 
primary concern to young 
people are the same issues be¬ 
ing addressed in the larger 
community — but with a dif¬ 
ferent slant. 

OutYouth 

Bridget Hughes, supervisor 
of Youth Empowerment Ser¬ 
vices at New York City’s Les¬ 


bian and Gay Community 
Services Center, also oversees 
OutYouth Magazine, a two- 
year old quarterly containing 
creative writing, advice, fea¬ 
tures, and news distributed to 
youth groups and agencies 
across the country. 

“There needs to be a youth 
spin on all of these issues, or 
else the community’s not go¬ 
ing to be including lesbian 
and gay youth,” says Hughes. 
“The military issue is really a 
youth issue, since so many 
young people join the military 
when they’re 18 years old, 
and the school curriculum is 
really a youth issue, but the 
spin doctors have all been 
adults talking and the youth 
voice hasn’t been heard. This 
magazine has really become a 
forum to put the youth per¬ 
spective into issues that affect 
the larger community, or to 
tell the larger community that 
something is a youth issue 
when they’ve missed the boat. 

“One of the really neat 
things about OutYouth and 
the young people involved in 
it is that they are really re¬ 
moved from the back-stab¬ 
bing community politics of 
the adult lesbian and gay 
community,” notes Hughes. 
“It’s become a forum for the 
political life of a youth com¬ 
munity that’s really coming 
together.” 

Coming together as gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual youth 
also means that the staff and 
writers for the four youth 
magazines avoid competing 
with one another. They share 
story ideas and resources, and 
advertise in each other’s pub¬ 
lications. Although all four 
run stories by and for the 23- 
and-under set, each magazine 
has its own distinct slant, so 
that they avoid duplicating 
each other. Besides, each pub¬ 
lisher admits that the poten¬ 
tial audience is large enough 
to support all of their maga¬ 
zines and more. 

Y.O.U.T.H.‘s Marco stress¬ 
es that the goal of all of the 
magazines is not merely to 
help young people today, but 
to break a cycle of teenage 
pain and adult indifference. 

“Everybody is a youth at 
one time in their life, and just 
as it is extremely difficult for 
us now as youth, it was also 
difficult for many people who 
are now adults,” Marco says. 

“What Gay and Lesbian 
adults have got to realize is 
that if they don’t deal with 
that pain and recognize that 
pain, then there’s going to be 
a continuing cycle of this hap¬ 
pening. The reason they went 
through that pain is because 
gay and lesbian adults in their 
time didn’t do something 
about it. “We’ve got to stop 
this from continuing in the fu¬ 
ture,” says Marco. “I want to 
do the very best that I can so 
that the four-and-five year 
olds out there are not going 
to have to encounter what I 
went through.” ▼ 
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Glowing Lesbiana 

Afterglow: More Stories of Lesbian Desire 
edited by Karen Barber; Alyson, $8.95 

Just in time for summer, Karen Barber brings us Afterglow, 
a wonderful collection of short erotica, designed to get us 
through the long, hot summer (and, I suspect, more than a few 
rainy afternoons). Barber’s selections cover (and uncover) a wide 
range of passionate fantasies, of lustful and loving lesbiana. Pa¬ 
tricia Roth Schwartz offers a lovely story of the end of days 
when “Anna, Remembering” recalls the smell and feel and taste 
of the loves she has known. Cynthia Perry’s “Siesta” is a pow¬ 
erfully charged piece that will change forever your view of af¬ 
ternoon naps. Sex in phone booths, at the office, in the forest, 
the fine writer’s in this collection offer glow after glow. ▼

resist? To the smell of paint 
fumes, the interview takes 
place. 

Cool, Kid-Like Gregg 

“Gregg was great. Not in¬ 
timidating at all.

He’s like a 
kid.” 

Belie met Araki in 1990 as 
one of the filmmaker’s fresh¬ 
man students at UC Santa 
Barbara.

time. I’m just about to talk 
shit about the lousy teacher 
when this punky-looking guy 
gets up and says he’s Gregg 
Araki. Close one. He was a 
good teacher, too. A year lat¬ 
er, he called me back with an 
offer to read for Totally 
F***ed Up. 

“He asked if I’d acted be¬ 
fore. I told him yes. No, it 
wasn’t true. Well, I was in a 
couple of Super-8 movies in 
third grade!” 

Araki’s The Living End 
had not yet hit it big when 
filming began on Totally. 
He begins the latter film with 
a clipping describing the high 
incidence of suicide among 
gay teenagers and segues into 
an interview with Andy 
(James Duval), a cynical-yet- 
sentimental teen whose jour¬ 
ney turns out to be the tough¬ 
est of the six main characters. 
Tommy’s story is not as trag¬ 
ic, but he does get thrown out 
of his house after his mom 
and “total fucking all-Ameri¬ 
can NRA dirtball” of a father 
find his porn stash and he 
comes out to them, ’90s-style: 
“ I’m a homo. So fucking 
what?” 

“Tommy’s like the rest of 
them, “ Belie says. “It’s like 
they’ve been in a war and 
have pretty much given up — 
anything you do is OK, just 
live for the moment because 
what’s to lose? Well, maybe 
the war analogy is too strong,

pie heard I was doing it as a 
play, they all wanted a part. 
This was genuine cult movie: 
I don’t believe it’s ever been 
written about and I don’t 
think it’s out on video. But it’s 
a staple on Saturday after¬ 
noon TV.” 

Inspired casting 

Orloff has assembled a 
stellar cast: Connie 

Champagne, fresh from her 
nightclub triumph as an Ital- 
ian-American chantoozie, 
plays Hallie. Johnny Kat, who 
was a brilliant bald Charlie 
Brown in David Hockin’s fine 
gay melodrama Good Grief, 
here becomes Cliff in an Ed 
“Kooki” Byrnes blond hairdo. 
Kelly Kittell evokes Stanley 
Crumpet, British brother of 
Vaguely/McDowell’s baby- 
bottle sucking Tony, and 
Timmy Spence does Dee Dee 
Howitzer, Tony’s doting syco¬ 
phant. Jack Spittle takes time 
off from his gay heavy metal 
band Helot Revolt to be Phil 
Harris, and Stefan Grygelko 
is Glenn Campbell (don’t 
blink). Six dancers (Marilyn, 


Joe Casserly, Kathy Queer, 
Nonnie Heath, Kevin Lyons, 
Gary Fembot) “threaten to 
upstage the actors, they’re so 
good.” 

Last but not least is Mrs. 
Miller (played by Phillip R. 
Vegas in Space Ford) whose 
persona requires one final 
comment. Perhaps this fifty¬ 
something phenomenon who 
made two hit albums with 
her sort-of operatic falsetto 
and snappy upbeat arrange¬ 
ments was the first of her 
kind — an elderly mascot to 
the youth culture. But soon 
Tiny Tim would carry on this 
campy nostalgic mode, only 
to be followed by Edith “Egg 
Lady” Massey in John Waters’ 
epics. Even Mae West got 
into the act late in life. Today, 
the Del Rubio Triplets carry 
on the Mrs. Miller tradition, 
as does Tony Bennett on 
MTV. The Sick and Twisted 
Players merely bring the pro¬ 
cess full circle. “But hey,” 
Orloff offers, “I’m 32 already 
and perfectly ready for my 
cameo role. Give me my call. 
I’ll be there.” ▼ 


Stellar Collection 

Not Telling Mother: Stories from a Life 
by Diane Salvatore; Naiad, $9.95 

Diane Salvatore’s latest, Not Telling Mother, is one of the 
best collections of short stories I’ve read in quite a while. The 
writing is quite good. Salvatore’s characters are richly developed 
and extraordinarily interesting, her plots deceptively simple. 

Although every story stands alone, they’re united by a com¬ 
monality of character. Each story is told by, or about, women in 
a close-knit lesbian community. Their differing takes on the 
same events are delightful, providing frequently wry commen¬ 
tary on our inordinately intertwined lives. Salvatore mixes her 
voices with care, using first person sparingly, but with telling 
(and sometimes chilling) effect. Particularly impressive are 
“Queer Fate,” a tale told from a stalker’s point of view, and “Hell 
Hath No Wrath,” a first-person narrative of post-break up blues. 
Not Telling Mother is a wonderful read, one to be enjoyed again 
and again. T

some of the lines were out of 
Gregg’s youth and I couldn’t 
say them with confidence.” 

Accurate portrait 

“I do think Totally 
F***ed Up is accurate for a 
pretty big chunk of teens and 
twentysomethings. That kind 
of bitter outlook is not so 
strong in college, but can be 
for people who aren’t in 
school. These kids, their 
worst problem is maybe 
they’ve had a stroke of bad 
luck — confusion plus homo¬ 
phobia in some cases.” 

The interview ceases for a 


moment while Hu and Belie 
discuss the finer points of 
painting trim. It turns out that 
Belie has been making the 
odd dollar painting since high 
school. 

“Yeah, me and some other 
guys in Evanston, Illinois, go 
in business for ourselves ev¬ 
ery summer. Tell your read¬ 
ers if they need a job done — 
painting or acting — have 
body, will travel.” 

Duly noted. 

We start talking about 
movies — Belic’s admiration 
for Derek Jarman’s The Last 
of England is apparently one 
of the reasons he earned a 
slot in Araki’s class. He also 
likes Kurosawa’s Scandal 
and Golden Globe winner 
Farewell My Concubine. 

“I went to China for two 
months and saw firsthand 
some of what Farewell was 
talking about. Soldiers abus¬ 
ing their power against the 
citizens. I’d never seen any¬ 
thing like that before, though 
my mom had told me about 
strictness under the commu¬ 
nists in Czechoslovakia, 
where she grew up.” 

While in China, the adven¬ 
turous Belie bought a horse 
and rode it from Xinjiang a 
few hundred miles into Tibet. 
His most cherished memories 
revolve around visits to rural 
areas. 

Getting naked 

A studio art major, Belie 
recently put together an inter¬ 
active installation titled “Ex¬ 
hibition.” 

“It was totally an experi¬ 
ment, about clothes and inhi¬ 
bitions. At first people were 
confronted with the show’s 
ideas in text. Then there were 
picture frames with a mirror, 


so they could see themselves, 
then transparent frames. 

“From one section they 
could see into the middle of 
the gallery, where a whole 
bunch of people were totally 
naked. The spectators were 
given the opportunity to get 
naked and join the group. 

“Surprisingly, at one point, 
we had 60 people naked. 
Even two of the photogra¬ 
phers covering the show for 
local papers got naked. 

“The chairman of the de¬ 
partment was a little sketched 
about the idea when I pro¬ 
posed it, but afterward every¬ 
one was psyched. People real¬ 
ly do bond in a different way 
when they’re naked. 

“The sad thing is, it’s not 
like this is a new issue, that it 
should still cause a commo¬ 
tion. I’d wanted to do some¬ 
thing more exciting, that in¬ 
volved people touching while 
they’re naked.” 

Belie has to shove off for 
Santa Barbara in an hour or 
so. Hu decides things have 
gotten far afield — and there 
are two windows yet to paint. 
He gives the “cut” signal. 

What’s the rush? 

“I’ll be back in a couple of 
weeks,” Belie offers. “We can 
pick it up then.” 

Of course. The premiere of 
Totally F***ed Up. 

“Well, yeah. But also to 
paint the hallway. Look how 
long it is. These Victorian 
flats can be a bitch.” ▼

Still Beating the Drum for Gay Games 

SF Track and Field: On Target

H ighlighted by a trio 
of awe-inspiring 
performances from 
sprinter Lafe 
Fowler, the San Francisco 
Track & Field Club success¬ 
fully invaded UCLA’s Drake 
Stadium on April 23 in their 
first major meet of the 1994 
season. 

The SFT&FC captured 
gold medals in eight different 
events at the Bob Watanabe 
Memorial Masters Track 
meet in Los Angeles. Co¬ 
coach Frank Demby, winner 
of the 400 meters, was thrilled 
by the team’s performances 
and noted that “things are 
looking good” as Gay Games 
IV approaches. 

“Everyone has been work¬ 
ing hard and now we’re final¬ 
ly seeing the results,” beamed 
Demby. “Although there are 
still things to work on, we did 
exceptionally well for this 
early in the season. We ap¬ 
pear to be right on pace for 
an excellent showing in New 
York.” 

The team’s next test comes 
this Saturday at Sacramento 
State University as they com¬ 
pete in the Ken Carnine Clas¬ 
sic. The young members of 
the squad will be joining the 
“masters” athletes for a full 
range of events, including the 
debut of the newest relay 
teams. 

“We’ve got such little time 
left until the Games in June,” 
said Demby, “that we’ve got 
to take advantage of every op¬ 
portunity. After the Sacra¬ 
mento meet, we’ll have one 
more competition and then 
it’s time for Gay Games IV” 
Members from the Los An¬ 
geles, Long Beach and the 
Sacramento Gay Games track 
teams were present at the 
UCLA meet to scope out the 
strength and speed of their 
San Francisco competitors, 
but they did not participate. 
They left Drake Stadium 
knowing their work is cut out 
for them. 

Nothing dazzled them as 
much as the performance of 
Fowler, who scorched the 
competition in the 200 meters 
to take the gold in 23.3 sec¬ 
onds. And he was equally im¬ 
pressive in the 400 meters, 
zooming off to an early start 
and hanging on down the fi¬ 
nal straight-away to win that 
event in 53.9 seconds. 

“I was pleased, coming 
back from an earlier foot in¬ 
jury and all,” Fowler said ex¬ 
uberantly. “I still have to 
work on my strength in the 
400, but everything’s coming 
together well.” 

Fowler also anchored the 
men’s 4x100 meter relay team 
to a gold medal, adding his 
speed to that of fellow team¬ 
mates Demby, Rob 
Lenderink and Carlos Fer¬ 
reira. 

Lenderink starred in the 
800 meters, running a strong 
race and winning with a time 
of 2:05.3. He also grabbed a 
pair of silver medals, one in 
the 400 and one in the 200 
meters. Also competing in the 
200 meters were Ferriera, 
Mike Moorefield and Rick 


Thoman (second in his age di¬ 
vision). 

Ferriera posted two per¬ 
sonal best times (in the 100 
and 200 meters). He’s getting 
up to the level of progress 
he’ll need to grab the gold in 
New York. As he remarked 
after the meet, “I’m glad I’m 
finally making some improve¬ 
ment. I’ve been working hard 
and it’s nice to have it pay off 
with a personal best perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Running season best times 
provided Valerie Scott and 
Michelle Lewis with “All 
American” status in the 100 
meters as they clocked identi¬ 
cal 13.6 second times. Scott 
also led the women to a 
sweep in the 400 meters, fin¬ 
ishing first with a time of 
67.4, followed by Lewis at 
70.4 and Norma Lopez in 
72.3. It was Lopez’s first meet 
in several years and marked 
her return from injuries that 
plagued her earlier in the sea¬ 
son. 

Also returning after sever¬ 
al seasons’ absence was Nan¬ 
cy rrost, who quickly re-es¬ 
tablished herself as one of the 
team’s “golden” girls, pacing 
her way to a gold medal in 
the 800 meters. Frost, Lopez, 
Scott and Lewis also com¬ 
bined for a gold medal in the 
women’s 4x100 meter relay to 
cap the day. 

In his debut meet for the 
SFT&FC, Mike Moorefield 
captured a silver medal in the 
400 meters, in addition to run¬ 
ning well in the 100 and 200 
meters. And newcomer 
Daniel Rainey appeared to be 
in medal contention in both 
the 100 and 200 meters, but 
was forced to quit both races 


because of an injury. He’s 
hoping to be back at full 
strength in Sacramento.

City Dining 


East Meets West 


by Lee Robbins 

F or an evening that be¬ 
gan with a difficult 
search for a parking 
spot and an inter¬ 
minable wait for a reserved 
table, my visit to China 
House Bistro on Balboa St. 
had surprisingly good results. 
It isn’t easy to provide well 
prepared, innovative, reason¬ 
ably priced food in a pleasant 
atmosphere, but China House 
Bistro does this and more. 

The ambience here is 
pleasant to say the least. Big 
windows, rotating ceiling 
fans, burgundy carpets and a 
large wood bar create a 
warm, hospitable environ¬ 
ment, one seemingly more 
evocative of California cuisine 
than Chinese food. Two tow¬ 
ering urns filled with flowers 
and a wall filled with Shang¬ 
hai art deco collage complete 
the setting. The crowd on the 
night I was there struck me 
as young and trendy. 

The meal began with pot 
stickers ($4.50), impressively 
fresh, lighter and more deli¬ 
cate than the usual variety. 
The fresh flavor was en¬ 
hanced by an unusual variety 
of sauces accompanying the 
dish. A hot pepper sesame oil 
produced a pleasant slow 
burn, while a clear soy and 
vinegar provided zesty bite. 
Equally good was an order of 
steamed dumplings ($4.50), 
which delighted with coarsely 
chopped pork filling and a 
prettily laid out ramekin con¬ 
taining soy vinegar overlain 
with thinly sliced pieces of 
ginger. A Tsing Tsao beer, 
from the Republic of China, 
made a perfect taste compan¬ 
ion. 

The main courses were de¬ 
licious and plentiful. Our or¬ 
der of crispy duck ($11.50) 
was, happily, totally grease¬ 
less, and had just enough 
duck flavor to be satisfying 
without being gamey. 

Rung Pao chicken ($7.50) 
was a deliciously spicy taste 
treat. It was served with four 
little red peppers, giving the 
dish the requisite zing with-

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out making it inedible. Egg¬ 
plant in plum sauce ($8.50) 
was hot too — in temperature 
— not taste. It wasn’t, howev¬ 
er, unbearable. The egg plant, 
which we identified as the 
Chinese variety, tasted like a 
wonderful plum custard offset 
by the delicate texture of the 
skin. This is an ideal, palette¬ 
smoothing treat after the 
spicy flavor of the Rung Pao 
chicken. Walnut prawns 
($12.50) included a slightly 
sweet cream sauce, which al¬ 
lowed the good flavor of the 
big shrimp to come through 
without being overbearing. 
Good, but we preferred the 
more unusual dishes. 

Tempted by the descrip¬ 
tion, I decided to try the 
deep-fried litchi ($2.50) for 
dessert, despite my Occiden¬ 
tal distaste for Chinese 
desserts. Filled with a sweet, 
red bean paste, it proved in¬ 
teresting but left me loyal to 
French pastries. 

All things considered, if 
this isn’t the best Chinese 
food I’ve had anywhere, I 
can’t remember any better. 
The sauces were light and 
stirred with a subtle, not over¬ 
whelming use of oils. The 
style of the food here, pro¬ 
duced by Chef Leo Gan, is 
based on traditions from the 
Shanghai region of China, as 
Cecilia Chung, enthusiastic 


co-proprietor, explained after 
the meal. 

Dr. Yongming Tang, a con¬ 
noisseur of Chinese cooking 
from Mainland China, told 
me recently about differences 
between Chinese food as it’s 
prepared in China and Chi¬ 
nese food as we know it in 
the States. “In China,” he said, 
“the ingredients are stirred to¬ 
gether with loving attention; 
in the U.S. they seem to be 
tossed all together. There, at¬ 
tention is paid to the energy 
fields of vegetables, how they 
blend harmoniously together. 
Here, few seem to care.” 

I suspect China House 
Bistro employs at least some 
of the characteristics of 
awareness described in Dr. 
Tang’s picture of cooking. 

China House Bistro serves 
dinner seven days a week: 
credit cards are accepted. One 
of my dining companions re¬ 
turned with friends the next 
night. He called me later and 
enthused over the “very un¬ 
usual” prawn egg foo young. 

My recommendations: put 
China House Bistro on your 
“must visit” list; consider a 
mid-evening reservation; use 
valet parking at $3 to make 
your night a little easier. An¬ 
other suggestion: talk with 
Mrs. Chung before ordering, 
as her enthusiasm will steer 
you to new adventures. ▼

Good Book, Dumb Ending 

Keeping Secrets 

by Penny Mickelbury; Naiad $12.95 

Keeping Secrets is, basically, a very good mystery novel, 
with an ending so dishonest, so infuriating, that, as a reader, I 
felt betrayed. I won’t reveal the ending of course, but I will say 
that because of it I cannot recommend Keeping Secrets with 
much enthusiasm. 

Police Lieutenant Gianna Maglione runs the Hate Crimes 
Unit in Washington DC. She and her troops are investigating the 
brutal murders of five very closeted victims, so closeted in fact 
that all of them are heterosexually married. Maglione, whose 
own closet door is practically welded shut, can’t believe that a 
psycho is targeting secret gays, but she can’t find any other con¬ 
nection either. Mimi Patterson, a slightly less closeted dyke (she 
keeps talking about privacy to explain her unwillingness to come 
out), is a reporter looking for news, and a new lover. When she 
sees Gianna naked at the health club, Mimi falls deeply in lust. 

Penny Mickelbury explores the growing relationship between 



Gianna and Mimi with care, real sensitivity, and a wonderful 
sense of irony. This is no formulaic tale of true love, Naiad style. 
Mickelbury has a sure hand with plot, and a nice feel for real life 
language. The work of the Hate Crimes unit (and the politics be¬ 
hind and against it) is captured in gritty detail. But then there’s 
that ending. I don’t usually worry about proper police procedure 
in fiction — I’m more interested in character — I only want the 
procedures to be plausible. And just to make certain that I 
wasn’t over-reacting, I called a police lieutenant to confirm that 
the something that someone does is so out of line that it would 
result in that officer’s being fired. 

I am confident Mickelbury can do better. With her demon¬ 
strated skill, she does not need to rely on so hackneyed (and ob¬ 
noxious) a plot device to end what is an otherwise interesting 
novel. T
